DEWEY TO EXPLAIN 


FORCES 


President Calls the Admiral To Account for Latter’s 
Interview in Which He Attacked the Germany 
Navy--Dewey Expresses Regret. 


Washington, March 28.—(Special.)—That 
the president strongly disapproved of Ad- 
miral Dewey's actién in reflecting upon 
the German empire and his navy in a 
recent interview wag: strikingly illustrated 
by a sensational ia¢ident which occurred 
at the white house today. The president 
Summoned the admiral before him, and 
asked for an explanation of his conduct. 

The admiral explained at length what 
he had said about Germany and the kai- 
ser and offered as an excuse the fact that 
he had neglected to state to his inter- 
viewers that the remarks were confiden- 
tlal and not intended for publication. 
Admiral Dewey told the president he 
deeply regretted the publicity given the 
interview and hoped it would not em- 
barrass the administration. 

Captain William 8S. Cowles, the presi- 
dent’s brother in law and his naval aid, 
accompanied the admiral to the white 
house and was present throughout the 
interview. The president and Dewey part- 
ed amicably and the statement was au- 
thorized afterwards that no further ac- 
tlon would be taken by the president So 
far as Dewey was concerned. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the president, un- 
officialy at least, will acquaint Baron von 
Sternberg, the German minister, with 
Admiral Dewey's explanation,

sation here, and in some quarters he is 
being criticised for making the incident 
so formal and public.

The interview with Admiral Dewey has 
angered the newspapers here. Those of 
a usually moderate tone refer to it in 
a bitter manner. For instance, The Vos- 
siche Zietung says: 

“The American navy is evidently suf- 
tering from a disease of infancy, lack of 
modesty, Its leader evinces something un- 
speakably immature, One can only stand 
amazed that such intensified self-compia- 
cency should be taken in a people of 
Germanic origin. Such behavior would 
not excite wonder if it had occurred in 
some Central or South American republic, 
or Hayti. Admiral Dewey is a worthy imi- 
tator of Captain (now reur admirai) Coghi- 
ian) who at a New York club gave a 
boastful toast bristling with insults to 
Germany and warmed up the exploded 
story that Admi#al Dewey compelled the 
German fleet at Manila to lie to when it 
refused to respect the blockade. Captain 
Ceghian seems, however, 
from Admiral Dewey's own heart. Cap- 
tain Cughian was disciplined and Presi- 
dent McKinley expressed to the German 
nmbassador his regret that the incident 
occurred. The same thing must perhaps 
be done now in order that superheated 
Deweys may be cooled down. Political 
generals and admirals at any rate. are 
not a sign of wholesome political condi- 
tions.

WORST IS YET TO COME

Natchez, Miss., March 28.—Messrs. J. 
H. Lambdin, Dan Snyder and B. B. Par- 
ham,*of the fifth district Louisiana levee 
board, returned today from an inspec- 
tion of the Concordia parish levees. 
ending at Greens, 18 miles below Con- 
cordia. Mr. Parham expressed the opin- 
jon of his party by saying that they are 
inclined to the belief that the levees will 
hold, though he is satisfied the worst is 
not over. He says that all the water 


going through below Greenville will come 


back to the river through the Yazoo and 
it will come down here. He further 
Stated: 

“The Sycamore levee is considered the 
most dangerous levee in our parish at 
present, but Mr. Lambdin, the local com- 
missioner, is tn charge and is giving his 
whole time and attention to strengthen- 
ing and raising it. He has done a great 
amount of work in a very short time and 
in a few days it is believed that the levee 
will be in condition to stand all the 
water we are likely to get.’’ 

The water is now lapping the new 
ground thrown on top of Sycamore levee, 
Which shows that the work there was not 
commenced any too soon. Mr. Lambdin 
ras issued instructions to the steamer 
Betsy Ann not to land at Torras. 

The steamer St. Joseph came up from 
telow this morning with a full load of 
passengers and stock from the fiooded 
ulstrict. The officers report a daring res- 
cue of three men who were found adrift 
in Black river. One of the men was on 
a log and the other two in trees.

The greatest amount of this rafse {son 
the Louisville and Nashville, the increase 
being $500. per mile. 

The Southern railway gets off light, its 
assessmet only being raised on its roll- 
ing stock and some branches in this 
state, the main lines remaining un- 
touched. 

It is estimated that the raise in the

Cheat ‘on Examinations 


Montgomery, Ala., March 28.—(Special)— 
The Alabama schoo) board of examiners, 
which has in charge the matter of issu- 
ing licenses to teachers, has been thrown 
‘nto confusion over the discovery that 
Wholesale fraud has been practiced by 
would-be teachers in the examinations re- 
quired by the board. 

It has been tae custom for these ex- 
amination&®’ to be given by the county 
Superintendent. The questions were sent 
out by the state board, and the papers 
wera sent to the board for inspection. 
The examinations have generally been 
held where all the applicants were in 
one room, ani the board has examined 
the papers without any system, in conse- 
quence of which it is belleved a great 
many licenses have been secured fraudu- 
lently. 

To what extent fraud has been prac- 
ticed, no one knows. A reexamination of 
&il the papers recently submitted may be 
required to disclose the real facts. 

Forty-five Papers Identical. 

It was discovered that applicants had 
either been copying from the examination 
papers of those examined at’ the sam* 
time. or had or purchased the 
papers of others. 

Out of sixty applicants from the county 
of Mayette only fifteen actually passed, 
although certificates were issued to the 
other forty-five before the fraud was dis- 
covered. 

kevery the forty-five had the 
same answers to the questions, including 
the answers that were right and the 
answers that were wong. 

Immediately after the discovery of the 
fraud, the board of examiners adopted 
different methocs of examination, turn- 
ing over to the same members of the 
board all papers received from one 
county. In this way the board hopes tv 
aetect any future attempt at fraud. 

Favette is not the only county where 
fraud has been detected. In Wilcox and 
Dallas conditions are almost as bad, but 
in these counties the trouble is principal- 
lv among negroes. These are two of the 
black-belt counties of the siate. 

In Dallas only ten out of forty-five ap- 
plications have been accepted, due to

ADOPTS. TREATY 


Accepts Convention as Amended 
by United “States, 


Vote Stood in Senate 12 for to 9 
Against—The Approval Is Ab- 
solute and Is Not Ham- 
pered by a Single 
Condition. 


Havana, March %.--The treaty of reci- 
procity between Cuba and the United 
States as amended by the senate of the 
i'nited States was approved at 8 o'clock 
tonight in the Cuban senate by a vote 
of 12 to 9. 

This approval is absolute, and is not 
nampered by any conditions, the ques- 
tionuble time limit agreed te having been 
dispensed with through the receipt of a 
cable mé@ssage from Secretary Hay; in 
which it was positively declared that 
President Roosevelt would call a special 
session of congress prior to December 1. 
The purpose of this assurance was tnans- 
mitted to the serate by Palma. 

Hay Is Satisfied. 

Washington, March 28.—Secretary Hay, 
when apprised of the action of the Cuban 
senate in ratifying the reciprocity treaty, 
expressed his gratification. During the 
last three days Secretary Hay has been 
in active cable communication with Min- 
ister Squiers and no doubt the action of 
the senate committee in receding from its 
position was influenced more or less 
thereby. But three days remain of the 
time limit within which ratifications can 
be exchanged. Secretary Hay said, how- 
ever, that as soon as Official notification 
is given by cable of the mailing of the 
necessary documents, the ratifications 
can be exchanged ateones, without wait- 
ing for their receipt. 

Secretary Hay added in his message to 
Minister Squiers he gave the positive as- 
surance that the president would call an 
extra session of congress fn the fall. The 
time was not stated, but the secretary 
said that congress would be convened 
sufficiently in advatice of the regular 
session to assure its action on the treaty 
as required by the genate amendments 
before December 31.

candidate for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion in the next democratic state primary; 
and the simultaneous announcement of 
Hion. Frank Harris. of Ocala. whose name 
has been much used in connection with 
the same nomination, that he would not 
be a candidate. have for the time being 
monopolized the attention and gossip of 
pubiic men and politicians in Florida, and 
especially at the capital. These develop- 
ments create a situation to which many 
interesting facts are pertinent.

Birmingham, Ala., March 28.—(Special.) 
The Seaboard Air Line railway, which 
had surveyed its route into the city 
through the attractive suburb of Wood- 
lawn, about 3 miles east of here, was 
confronted a few weeks ago by the pass- 
age of an ordinance on the part of the 
board of aldermen of Woodlawn provid- 
ing that the railroad company must pay 
the city $10,000 and erect a $2,000 depot 
there in order to secure the right of way 
through the town.

No Peaches for Alabama. 

Colonel E. LL. Higdon, who thas just re- 
turned to the city from his farm in Shelby 
county, reports a genera) failure of the 
peach crop in this state. He says that 
the freeze on February 16 practically 
ruined this crop as well as that of almost 
every peach grower with whom he has 
communicated. He expected to place on 
the market 8,000 bushels of peaches this 
season. He now beljeves that his crop 
will not exceed 1 per cent of that amount. 
Colonel Higdon says that the entire fruit 
crop of north Georgia is also a wréck, 
and he is at a loss to know where the 
20,000 crates that Birmingham usually 
consumes in July and August will come 
from. Colonel Higdon believes that ap- 
ples, pears, plums and the other fruit 
that are of slower growth ‘have not been 
damaged greatly, if at all, and if the sea- 
son remains favorable there will be an 
abundance of these fruits. The strawber- 
ry crop he thinks stands a very good 
chance, 

Oil Near Tuscaloosa. 

While boring an artesian well at Rose- 
nau hosiery mills, néar Tuscaloosa, a few 
evenings ago, strong indications of oil 
were found The gentleman in charge 
of the boring is an oil expert, and re- 
garded the indications as very favorable. 
The well is 515 feet deep and the water 
is 14 feet below the surface. A small 
paper was lighted yesterday and dropped 
into the well, when instantly the entire 
well was ablaze and roared and flamed 
like a furnace. A bucket of water taken 
from the well, if allowed to stand a few 
minutes, has an oily subdsfance from one- 
eighth to one-fourth of an inch thick on 
top of it. The Tuscaloosa people expect 
great things of the discovery.

Three Masked Men Who Attempt To 
Rob the Postoffice Are Attacked 
by Citizens—One of the 
Robbers Is Shot to 
Death. 


Cleveland, March 28.—A desperate bat- 
tle was fought early today between three 
robbers on one side and. officers and 
citizens or the other at Bedford, a sub- 
urb, resulting in the death of one of the 


capture of another. Many shots were 
exchanged before the fleéing men were 
finally brought to earth. 

Very late last night three masked men 
entered the town of Garrettsville, 25 miles 
east Of Cleveland, seized the night police- 
nar’ and bound and gagyed rim. The 
officer was then marched tc the post- 
office, where he was compelled to witness 
an attempt to blow oper the safe by the 
marauders. They. finally, after working 
some time, gave up the job without se- 
curing anything of value. Later they 
stole a horse and puggy and drove to 
Ravenna, where they boarded a Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg freighty train for 
Cleveland. 

Telegrams were sent to Bedford, and 
when the train arrived there a tiumber 
of deputy sheriffs and a posse cf citizens 
were on hand armed with guns and re- 
volvers. A runnimg fight began when the 
train reached Bedford. The robbers fired 
as they ran toward an open field, while 
ithe officers and posse poured in volley 
after volley upon them. Finally one of

D. Cushman, on an upper floor of the 
same building, where the latter was sleep- 
ing. Cushman was tightly bound and 
gagged, after which the robbers took $50 
and a watch.”

BRAVING DEATH 
IN ICY REGIONS 


Daring Dash of the British 
Antarctic Discovery. 


Members of the Crew Have Aged Pal- 
pably Owing to Hard Living. 
Lieutenant Armitage Nar- 
rowly Escapes Death 
from Fall. 


Lyttleton, New Zealand, March 28.—The 
Sledging parties of the British Antartic 
Ship Discovery, whose expertences were 
reported ‘by the relief ship Morning on 
the latter’s arrival here Wednesday, en- 
gazed in much hazardous work. The 
Gash southward of Captain Scott, of the 
Discovery, as a result of which he reach- 
ed Jatitudé 82.17 south, was attended by 
great hardships and extra strain. The 
softened snow told quickly on the dogs, 
alj of which died. The party had only 
& month's provisions when they left 
the southernmost depot, and therefore 
it was impossible to continue southward 
without -inviting disaster. The return 
journey was most trying; the party were 
on short rations for five days, and their 
progress was seriously impaired by fog. 
Lieutenant Shackelton burst a blood ves- 
se] in one of his lungs, and only his pluck 
pulled him through. 

Aged by Hard Living. 

The crew of the Discovery are described 
as having palpably aged, owing to hard 
living, but all are well and cheerful. 
Another party, under Lieutenant Barnes, 
was returning from a sledge journey to- 
ward Cape Crozier when a blizzard 
struck thein 10 miles from home. Barnes 
abandoned his tents and sfedges and left 
the degs to find their own way to the 
ship. Owing to the blinding snow, 
Parnes and his companions were unable 
to see 2 yards ahead. While thev were 
descending a slope one of the party dis- 
appeared and the members of the expedl- 
tion Ciscovered themseives to be on the 
edge of a huge precipice.- Another mem- 
per of the party fell from sheer weariness 
and was not missed for some time, and he 
was eventually given up as lost by the 
rest of his companions, who searched 
fcr him. But it developed that a man 
siept under a drift for thirty-six hours, 
and he rejoined the ship unharmed. 

Descended on Ice Slide. 

Te members of another sledge expedi- 
{ion, who went west, were away tiftv- 
two days. They gained an altitude of 
9.000 feet and descended on an ice slide 
to a glacier 3,000 feet below. ‘The descent 
was perilous. The sledges at one part of 
the descent covered 1,300. feet in a minute 
and ten seconds, another gccupant hang- 
ing on by straps to the backs of the 
sledge. Laeutenant Armitage fell into a 
crevasse and hung 30 feet below the sur- 
face. But for the fact ti.at Te wee har- 
nessed to the others, he would have fallen 
2,000 feet.

Budapest, March %.—Joseph Spitzer, 
“Dr.”” U. 8. A., a Hungartan-American. 
is under arrest here charged with bigamy 
and a vast number of swindling opera- 
tions in Austria, Hungary, Frarice, Ger- 
many and other parts of country. 
He claims to be a regimen surgeon 
U. S. A. of ample means, seeing that 
Uncle Sam pays him ‘$2,200 per year as a 
pension for distinguished services during 
the late war with Spain.’’ 

Spitzer talks twelve languages fluently. 
can makeup as a Jew and a Christian as 
circumstances demand and for the last 
fifteen or twenty vears lived alternately 
in Europe and America. Here is a partial 
list of his exploits: 

Went to New York in 1874, worked as a 
tallor, waiter, etc. 

Returned iat outbreak of Russian-Turk- 
ish war, acted as - correspondent for 
Hungarian papers@ifterwards visited Bu- 
dapest and ot cities, marrying three 
rich girls in s ession whom he captured 
by his tales of bravery and by exhibit- 
ing fraudulent decoratiens said to be con- 
ferred upon him any monarchs. Each 
of these wives he robbed and deserted, 
whereupon they divorced him. 

Next: he turned up in Vienna, calling 
himself “Yussuf Zia Bey, a distinguished 
Turk, on the Sultan's secret mission.” In 
this capacity he married the Baroness 


Clara Von Ferenzi and a few days later 


decamped with her very considerable mar- , 


riage portion and went to New York. 
There he had three brides within one 
year and was locked up for twelve 
months. 

After his release he went to France 
assuming the name of an American mil- 
lionair® and:capturing vast amounts of 
money at the swell clubs by cheating at 
cards.

years later under symptoms of poisoning. 
Spitzer was arrested, escaped on a tech- 
nicality, went to Budapest and entered 
into a marriage contract with a lady of 
high birth, name withheld. He suceed- 
ed in obtaining 77,000 florins from her 
family and then told her the true story 
of his life, whereupon—as expected by 
him—she indignantly refused to see him 
again. 

Once more free he married Madame 
Kavalsky whom he did out of 36,00 kro- 
ners. This lady heard by accident about 
Spitzer’s other tntended bride and visiting 
her, learned how many kinds of a scoun- 
drel he is. Thus armed, she managed to 
get back her money by threats of ex- 
posure. When she had her 36,000 florins, 
she procured his arrest on the charge of 
bigamy. This is now pending. 

Spitzer is the man who traveled through 
the country districts of Hungary in 1888, 
representing himself to be the “miracle 
working rabbi of Zadagora,"’ a person 
whom orthodox Jews regard as the second 
Messiah. As the miracle rabbi he collected 
over 100,000 florins for his “blessings,‘ 
médical advice and similar pretensions.

Although the London Hippodrome is 
only three years old, a similar building on 
a larger scale is to be erected in St. Mar- 
ting liane.

BRAVING DEAT 
IN ICY REGIONS 


Daring Dash of the British 
Antarctic Discovery 


vears’ 


Members of the Crew Have Aged Pal- 
pably Owing to Hard Living. 
Lieutenant Armitage Nar- 
rowly Escapes Death 
from Fall. 


Lyttleton, New Zealand, March 28.—The 
Sledging parties of the British Antartic 
Ship Discovery, whose experiences were 
reported ‘by the relief ship Morning on 
the latter's arrival here Wednesday, en- 
gaged in much hazardous work. The 
dash southward of Captain Scott, of the 
Discovery, as a result of which he reach- 
ed latitudé 82.17 south, was attended by 
great hardships and extra strain. The 
softened snow told quickly on the dogs, 
al] of which died. The party had only 
& month's provisions when they left 
the southernmost -jlepot, and therefore 
it was impossible to continue southward 
without inviting disaster. The return 
journey was most trying; the party were 
on short rations for five days, and their 
progress was seriously impaired by fog. 
Lieutenant BShackelHon burst a blood ves- 
se] in one of his lungs, and only his pluck 
pulled him through. 

Aged by Hard Living. 

The crew of the Discovery are described 
as having palpably aged, owing to hard 
living, but all are well and cheerful.

Thijs Is regarded as a flat- 
tering admission of the strength of the 
kaiser’s new fleet of warships. The Ven- 
ezuelan affair was such a flash in the pan 
that the kaiser’s governinent seems quite 
willing to have it generally understood 
that the blame is England's and that 
Germany in future can get aloug very well 
without King Edward’s assistance.

The ‘best illustration of this assertion 
was given to the world when the French 
deputies did not follow Gambetta’s advice 
to let Franch join England in repressing 
the rebeilion in Egypt, and thus, twenty- 
three vears ago, handed over the land of 
the Pharaohs to England, who will never 
again let it go from her grip.

The Biennial Session Idea Grows. 

We are highly gratified to have the 
cooperation of The Savannah Morning 
News, not only for a short session of 
the legislature this summer, but for 
biennial sessions. 

The Constitution has already set 
forth a number of reasons why the 
biennial session idea should be adopt- 
ed, but The Savannah News follows 
up the arguments with other points 
Of value. After congratulating The 
Constitution for Saying there ig no 
need for a session of the legislature 
every year—that a session of fifty 
days every two years ig ample for all 
the legislation the state requires—The 
oe News goes on to Say: 

S$ hope that other papers of the 

| s 
will take a position in favor of meter 
sessions. If the press 's united in favor 
of the suggested change it will not be 
long: before there will be such a clamor 
for piennial sessions that the legislature 
will have to submit the matter to tae 
people. When they fully understand that 
biennial sessions mean a saving of $60,000 
a year they wil! not hesitate as to the 
course for them to pursue. Biennial ses- 
sions mean $60,000 more a year for public 
schools, and it will be admitted that 
while we have about laws enough already 
—morn than are enfuvrced—we haven't 
schools enough. 

There are only three or four states 
which have annual sessions of their 
legis'atures. All of the others, with per- 
haps one or two exceptions, have bien- 
nial sessions. This question of biennial 
sessions should’ have been submitted to 
the peopic at the last election. If it 
tad been, and the attention of the people 
had been drawn to it, it is quite certain 
they would have yoted for a change. 

These are convincing points The 
Savannah News makes. Indeed, we 
do not see how they can be success- 
fully answered. The Constitution has 
already clearly shown that the legis- 
lative work has, through constitution- 
al enactments, been cut off fully one- 


half within the past few years. 

But to this fact—which should be 
enough in itself—let us add _ this» 
point; Too’ much. legislation is hurt- 
ful; it is disastrous in the extreme. 
It hab often been said that what one 
legislature does is undone by a subse- 
quent’ legislature. This is. largely 
true. At least it is.true 
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wage-earners and. 
moderate circum- | 
Stances, once they are made alive to | 


to the extent } 


that so many laws are repealed or 
amended and so many new. laws are 
enacted from year to year that gen- 


eral confusion is produced. 


Not only are the lawyers kept at 
sea, but the courts are kept busy try- 
ing to interpret or adjust these laws. 
To these conditions is attributavie 
much of the litigation that now floods 
our courts, from the lowest to the 
highest. 

It must have been noticed how the 
business of our courts has been pil- 
ing up within the past few years. 
Where one court was ample, two are 
now necessary; where a session of 
court lasted one week, it now lasts 
two; where three supreme court jus- 
tices once carried on the work of that 
tribunal, six are now kept busy. 

Is it not easy to see the folly of so 
much law-making; so much doing and 
undoing of legislation? Why not put 
on the brakes for a while and give 
the people and the lawyers and the 
courts a chance to catch up? 

Biennial sessions will prove a great 
relief in this respect. As The Savan- 
nah News points out, other states— 
nearly all of them, in fact—haye come 
to this conclusion.

A tariff treaty providing for a 10 per 
cent preference in favor of Great Britain 
and reciprocating colonies has been signed 
by representatives of the Transvaal. 
Orange River Colony, Cape Colony, Natal 
and Rhodesia. With the recent reductions 
in railway freight rates this will largely 
reduce the cost of living in the African 
colonies. 


Fatal Riots in Trinidad. 

Riots at Port of Spain, Trinidad, Mon- 
day in opposition to a new @ater ordi- 
nance, reducing the allowance and raising 
the rate, resulted in the death of twelve 
natives and the injury of sixty. The gov- 
ernment building was burned after all 
documents were destroyed. Sailors land- 
ed by the British cruiser Pallas aided in 
restoring order and guarding other public 
buildings. 

Philippine Rebel Victory. 

The town of Surigao, Mindanao, was 
captured by ladrones last Sunday. Police 
Inspector Clarke and several others were 
killed. United States troops were ordered 
to the scene of battle for the first time 
since the signing of peace with the Moros. 
Governor Taft and General Davis started 
Wednesday to hold a conference with the 
sultan. The town was recaptured Tues- 
day. 

Sweden’s Right to Wismar. 

The Swedish government has asked 
pardament to waive the right to repossess 
the town of Wismar, on the Baltic, which 
was given as a pledge by Sweden to 
Meckienburg-Schwerin, Germany, in June, 
1808, for 1,258,000 thalers on condition that 
Sweden be entitled to’ reposses the town 
after 100 years on the-.repayment of the 
money advanced with 3 per cent interest. 


Spain’s Venezuelan Claims. 

The Spantsh government has agreed to 
sign with Minister Bowen a protocol pro- 
viding for a mixed commission to sit at 
Caracas and adjust the 
against Venezuela. The president of 
Mexico will be asked to name an umpire. 
This leaves only Denmark unprovided for. 
The nine nations outside of the alliance 
are expected to unite in firmly opposing 
preferential treatment in the payment of 
the claims of the allies. 


St. Domingo Rebels Win. 

The revolutionists in Santo Domingo 
captured a fort near the capital Monday 
and gained full possession of that city 
after a battle in which many were killed 
on both sides, including the commander 
of the government forces, General Pena. 
Political prisoners were released and the 
foreign minister sought refuge in the 
American legation. On Tuesday it was re- 
ported that the revolutionists had practi- 
cally obtained control of the island, as 
the minister of war had surrendered. 


Millions for Ireland. 

Chief Secretary of Ireland Wyndham in- 
troduced in the hounse of commons Wed- 
nesday the long expected Irish land bill. 
It proposes uw free grant of $60,000,000 and 
tenants are to pay 31-4 per cent interest 
on government loans up to $500,000,000. All 
sales and purchases are to be conducted 
by three commissioners under the lord 
lieutenant of Ireland. Its main object is 
to stop absentee landlordism and enable 
the tenants to become land owners. The

Missouri Fines Meat Trust. 

The supreme court of Missouri award- 
ed a writ of ouster March 20 against the 
beef packers comprising the meat trust 
for violation of the Missouri anti-trust 
laws, but ordered the writ suspended on 
comdition that each of the companies pay 
$5,000 fine. During the proceedings, which 
were started by Attorney General Crow, 
independent packers had testified that the 
trust regulated prices and controlled the 
market and gave information concerning 
spoiled meats which were sold by the 
trust to dealers at reduced prices, 


“Involuntary Servitude” Charged. 

Several citizens of Goodwater, Ala., 
were arrested on an indictment sworn out 
by Madison Davis, a negro, who alleges 
they kidnaped him last July and sold him 
to Elijah Turner, who cenfined him in a 
lime kiln against his wHl and made him 
work without pay. Davis says there are 
seventy other negroes in the same plight 
now. Turner was also arrested and all 
were placed under bonds to stand trial] in 
the United States court. 


Coal Operators Restrained. 

Ten Indiana coal companies and ten in- 
dividual operators were restrained by 
Judge Kohlisaat, of the United States cir- 
cuit court, Tuesday from continuing their 
combination for the regulation of coal 
prices and output and were given until 
April 6 to show why the order should not 
be made permanent. These same opera- 
tors were dismfssed by the Illinois court 
recently on the ground that the offense 
was against the federal laws and not 
against the statutes of Illinois.

“The official statement of the New 
York associated banks ijlast week showed 
a notable gain in surplus reserve. This 
more favorable exhibit, however, re- 
sulted chiefly from the reduction in re- 
requirements against deposits,

tion last week of $6,948,200 in loans, mak- 
ing $45,609,600 since February si, when, as 
previously noted, this item waa at the 
maximum record. The specie decreased 
$130,000, but the legal tenders were in- 
creased $1,625,900, making the gain in cash 
$1,494.900 instead of a loss of $1,590,600, as 
estimated from the traceable movements 
ot money during the week. Deposits were 
decreased $6,422,400, making a reduction 
since February 21 of $68,959,301. Tig re- 
serve requirements caused by the de- 
creased deposits last week were lessened 
by $1,605,600, which sum, added to ‘the 
net gain in cash as above, made an in- 
crease in thé surplus reserve of $3,100,500, 
This item. computed on the basis of all 
deposits, is $6,280,900; calculated on the, 
basis ef deposits less $40,190,000 of pubusic 
funds, the gurplus is $16,328,400. 
ment appeared to bave been made 
rising averages for tash and therefore 
the banks were probably in a better con- 
dition as regards reserve than was shown 
by the return. This week the $3,000,000

It 
is, of course, difficult to say whether the 
above noted banks showing an excess of 
loans over deposits are loaning out of 
their circulation, which amounts to $25,- 
(),0U0, their capital of $33,00-700 or their 
surplus of $79,000,000, as well as out of 
their Jepostts, all of which items are e¢m- 
braced in the general terms of loanable 
funds. If the banks do go Joan out of 
these designated items, and thereby have 
an excess of loans over deposits, there Is 
no reason why the disclosure’ of this 
fact should cause any unfavorable com- 
ment. That these banks do loan out of 
one or all ef these items it appears to be 
evident. All of these institutions usually 
meintain the proposition of cash reserve 
io deposits required by tte national 
banking law, and if they shall occésional- 
ly fall below this percentage the fact 
may. be regarded as not of the least im- 
portance; indeed, during perlods such as 
the present and at other times when 
reserves are considerably low, it is likely 
that a slight dericfency will not call for 
admonition by the banking department. 
8 far as clearing house requirements 
ere concerned, thére is no rule of that 
body demanding that 25 per cent of re- 
serve shall be maintained by ali banks, 
though by the unwritten law of the 
clearing house such proportion of re- 
serve is regarded as desirable.’’

from various quarters. Various projects 
for outlay of terminal improvement and 
additional equipment ith having further 
absorption of capital are the sequence of 
this condition. Attention is attracted by 
complaints of the practical breakdown of 
motive power on some railroads as being 
responsible in part for the blockades of 
freight. Such a condition gives rise to 
the fear that some of the striking econo- 
mies of operation Which have been ef- 
fected of late years by railroads have 
been at the expense of too heavy a strain 
upon motive power to enable its efficien- 
cy to be properly maintained, 

The drain wunon,.New York bank re- 
serves has continued during the week.

The cash payment of the premhim on the 
refunded bonds wauld, indeed; -increase 
the cash supply, but the amount is so 
moderate and its disbursement likely to 
be so .slow as. to appeal little to the 
present discouraging sentiment in Wall 
@treet over money affairs. 

The. contest between the Harriman ani 
Keene holders in Southern Pacific has 
been in abeyance during the week, but 
the working out of the* struggle is still 
to be met, andé the prospect serves to help 
the recession of operations in the mar- 
ket. The decision of the government's 
suit against the Northern Securities Com- 
pany by a Untted States district judge 
is another event ovérhanging the mar- 
ket, although an appeal to the supreme 
court Is taken for.gtanted. 

The fate of the ‘coming orops is still 
too remote an event to be much re- 
garded in the stock nvarket and the un- 
deviating reports of prosperous trade con- 
ditions seem to be entirely without in- 
fluence upon sentiment. The opening of 
navigation on the lakes i# looked for- 
ward to, especially.to help unlock the 
accumulation of gratin at interior. centers 
and start it abroad with ‘a resulting re- 
lease of funds tied up in holding charges 
and a replenishment of the supply of 
foreign exchange.

FORAGE CROPS. 


Today we commence cutting the richest 
food imaginable from our lucerne (alfalfa) 
acre. It is from 12 inches to knee high 
and very luxuriant. Next week our bar- 
ley patch will be ready. Nearby a small 
section, now réady for usé, of vicia villora 
or “hairy vetch,;’’ seems jealous of the 
drafts that are belng made on the lucerne 
and anxious to prove that its virtues are 
not excellent by efther the latter or by 
barley. . 

Now about lucerne, for I insist on calling 
it by the old name by which my father 
knew it seventy years ago. Nearly every- 
body has heard Of affaifa. and only a 
few seem to know anything of lucerne. 
The truth fs, they are oné and the same 
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plant. Somewhere nearly a hundred years 
ago lucerne was introduced in the south 
Atlantic states from France under the 
French name lucerne. It seems that it 
did not become generally known and for 
many years was cultivated to a very 
limited extent, chiefly as a border plant 
in kitchen gardens, affording a limited 
supply of ite succulent richness to a few 
favored cows. 

My personal recollection of the plant, 
thus growing in my father’s garden, goes 
back over fifty years ago, and I cultivated 
half acre patches of it on my own farm 
in southwest Georgia as far back as 1859 
and for fifteen years following. 

Some Atlantans will recal] that Judge 
John L. Hopkins was very successful 
with lucerne when he lived in Bdgewood 
twenty years ago and over. 

Some years after the settlement of Call- 
fornia a plant that was supposed to be be- 
fore unknown was introduced into the 
western states—the sémi-arid region—un- 
der the name of alfalfa. It gained a very 
high reputation in Colorado, Arizona, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and other states. It 
was even brought to the east and south- 
east, into Georgia, South Carolina, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. But yet there are 
thousands who are ignorant of the fact 
that lucerne and alfalfa are one and the 
same plant. 

The above history reminds me of the 
great popularity of our old friend, ‘’cat- 
tail millet.". under its more euphonious 
name, ‘pearl millet,”’ which was given it 
by Mr. Peter Henderson (who “knew a 
good thing when he saw it"’) under which 
it was exploited for ‘all it was worth.’’ 
By the way, I note that some enterprising 
seedsman is now exploiting this samé old 
‘oat-tall,”” or ‘‘pearl’’ millet umder the 
name ‘“pencillaria spicata,” which Is 
simply the botanical name of the plant. I 
received a letter from a seed dealer the 
other day (he should have known better) 
asking where he could buy seed of pencil- 
laria spicata. I wrote him to order “pearl 
millet’’ or ‘cat-tail millet,’’ of any honest 
dealer. . 

But T do not wish to be understood os 
reflecting, in any degree, on our old fr 
cattail millet. It is an excelent so... 
plant,. not good for hay nor very nutri- 
tious, but very succulent and palatable 
and producing enormously. It ‘requires 
good land, should be sown in rows 4 feet 
wide, any time after cotton planting time, 
or to August 1. 

There is another standby, viz. sorghum. 
As a green soiling plant it is hard to beat. 
It has two very Important advantages 
over almost any other forage ‘plant, viz, 1. 
It will grow very well on ordinary land, 
and second, it will withstand drought 
better than any plant I know of. More- ° 
over. it is very nutritious and suitable to 
all kinds of animals and makes.a good, 
cured forage. 

Like the cattall, sorghum may be plant- 
ed in succession from oaotton planting 
season until August 1. The early amber 
and early orange are the two varieties 
mostly planted. ; 

Of course every farmér understands and 
appreciates the value of the cow ped as a 
forage plant. It also shares with sorghum 
the merit that it will produce fairly well 
on ordinary solls and withstands drought 
well, 

I have believed that the old Japan pea— 
as I knew it thirty-five years ago—oe soja 
bean, has not been treated with the con- 
that ite merits daserve. It's 
Value, however, consists mainly in its 
merits as a hay plant. 

To come back to lucerne (alfalfa), for 
some will want to plant it at once. I 
fherefore remark that March is about as 
late in the spring as luceme can be suc- 
cessfully sown. October is the best time 
tu sow the seed, but [I have succeeded 
very well sowing in November. February 
and March are the next best months for 
sowing. The. soil for lucerne must be very 
rich and free from weed seeds. Those 
who may wish to sow next fall should se- 
lect the spot now and cuktivate in cotton 
or other clean culture crop and sow about 
the tast of October.; R. J. REDDING. 


THE SITUATION. 


New York, March | 28.—(Special.)—The 
Financial Age says today: 

“The chief disturbing factors in the 
situation are the unfavorable monetary 
and labor features. which during the 
past week have become more compli- 
cated, with the result that the stock 
market has suffered a considerable re- 
action. This was disappointing to spéecu- 
lators, who had hoped, although it must 
be admitted with HMttle reason, for a con- 
tinuance of the elevation of prices that 
was noticeable during the preceding week. 
In money the most disquieting develop- 
ment was the appearance of an apparfent- 
ly urgent demand for currency from out 
of town points for the- purpose of fortify- 
ing reserve accounts jin other cities. In- 
asmuch as the drain from the interior 
was understood to have been checked, 
with the expectation that the return flow 
might set in at any time, this new de- 
velopment dampened speculative ardor 
materially. There are many Wall street 
commentators who have expressed great 
surprise that the market does not reflect 
the recent ‘good’ bank statements; they. 
lay particular stress upon the fact that 
the surplus. reserve has been increased, 
but neglect to go into details as to the 
cause thereof. ' The increase of surplus 
reserve by the excessive withdrawals of 
deposits, such as hag occurred during 
the past few weeks, cannot be construed 
in any. other than an unfavorable light. 
What makes this withdrawal the more

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are unjust and some indeed arbitrary. | 
In the face of these incessant labor trou- 
bles Investors may well ask when an 4ar- 
rangement can be effected between em- 
ployers and employees wereby peace may 
be assured, if only for a stipulated time. 
The finding of the anthracite strike com- 
mission have unfortunately had the effect 
of inspiring labor agitators with a desire 
to emulate the example and attain the 
fame of the leadér of the Pennsylvania 
coal miners, who, if he has not achieved 
an unqualified victory, has at leasf been 
more successful than has the leader of 
any other great strike during the past 
half dozen years. The corporations are 
in many cases willing to treat with their 
employees in regard to increased wages 
and similar demands, but they insist in 
their refusal to recognize the unions, 
knowing that to do so would not only 
establish a precedent injurious to their 
interest, but would be constantly menaced 
and dictated to by men whose chief in- 
terest im labor lies in their individual 
pockets and in the notoriety which they 
can achieve at little cost to themselves, 
tithough at a great sacrifice on the part 
of their followers. 


‘The Southern Pacific fight continues to 
atract considerable attention in financial 
circles, although the opinion ig daily be- 
coming more prevalent that the ostensi- 
ble object of the pool, or, rather, of the 
pool leader, will fall of accomplishment. 
The policy pursued by the Keene party 
is receiving much censure from conserv- 
ative interests, who are inclined to the 
belief that this policy.is not approved by 
a large number of those who entered into 
a speculative contract with Mr. Keene, 
but who would rather suffer a monetary 
loss than antagonize the controlling in- 
terests in Southern Pacific, and who are’ 
opposed to a policy that ig a menace not 
only to the entire market, but to the 
railroad and financial community as well 

“The Keene position was further weak- 
ened by the interesting testimony brought 
out at the Vreeland trial, in which Mr. 
Amory, who made the charges of mis- 
Management against the Metrorolitan 
railroad, testified that Mr. Keene supplied 
the funds for the campaign. Coming’ 
out at a time when Mr. Keene is endeav- 
oring to grasp control of a great railway 
system from its conservative owners. this 
admission of Mr. Amory can have no 
effect other than to further alienate pub- 
lic sentiment from the Keene side of the 
controversy. So far as the charges against 
the Metropolitan are concerned, they 
are declared baseless even by the expert 
accountant employed by the Keené-Amory 
crowd. But stocks are sensitive to 
vlander, no matier how unwarranted, and 
the ‘rinority shareholders, regarding” 
whose welfare there-is so much solicitude 
at present, are, as usual, the chief suffer- 
era, ° 


“Actual developments in the railroad 
world have been insignificant during the 
past week, although considerable inter- 
estcentered in the reports of the acquisi- 
tion of the New York Central by the 
Pennsylvania itnerests. Both parties have 
denied that. there has been any change of | 
control, and even if there is any founda- 
tion tor these frequently recurring rumors 
it would have little signiticance, as it is 
well known that Pennsylvania and New 
York Central have long been hand and 
glove and that the owners of these two 
great systems have each acquired a con- 
siderable wiock of stock in the others 
property. Should any change in control 
oceur it would be with the full consent of 
the present dominant interests in Central, 
end in such an event the present policy 
of the road .would undoubtedly be strict- 
ly adhered to. 


“The fall in sterling exchange is by 
no means unexpected. In fact, a fall Is |

MATH INDIANS

“fg LTHOUGH the Klamath Indians of 
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’ Bm Oregon long ago adopted the manners 
_* and customs of the white people, they 
eu serve among them their ancient 

“Sports and gumes. 

- The Klamaths live in wickiups—houses 
rongh boards—and have little villages 
‘their own. A gameé that the boys of 

~ tribe are fond of is called “shuk- 

‘@huks.” it is generally pidyed on the floor 

of the wickiaps in winter. 

‘* The boys sit opposite each ether on the 

Noor, about 10 feet apart. Bach is pro- 

vided with a bow 2 feet long and three 

@irows, made of reeds and ‘tipped with 

wood. One of. the players takes a 
fing 4 inches in. diameter, made of bark 
fiber, and rolls it toward the other, who 
shoots his arrow at it as it rolls. His 
object is to pierce the ring before it stops 
rolling, and if he does so he scotes one. 

But, as the ring with the arrow in it 
etops, the first player shoots af it with 
his bow and tries to dislodge the arrow 
Sent into it by the first player. If he 
gucceeds he also scores one, and that 
round is a tie, and, therefore, does not 
count 

The second player then takes the ring 
and rolls it back toward the first player, 
who shoots at it: and so ithey go on for 
hours at a thmne, the family = standing 
about and applauding the good shots. 

The ring is rolled with great speed and 
it is not so easy to hit it as it travels, 
There are frequent misses, when the on- 
lookers all laugh at the umlucky bey 
whose arrow goes astray. 

Shukshuks means ring in the Klamath 
language. There are several modifications 
of the ring game, to al! of which the 
name is given. 

In one variety the ring is only half an 
inch in diameter and the boys, instead of 
shooting arrows at it as it rolls across 
the floor, jab at it with a little ivory awl, 
@iriving to put the awl through the center 
of the ring without touching the whirl- 
ing houp or stopping it in any way. An 
expert player will jab his awl through 
G@ret one side anc hen the other, his hand 
moving with grea swiftness and accuracy 
To pierce one side counts one; to pierce 
both sides counts two. If he touches the 
fing with his awl lie gets a zero mark. 

Another game is called Shinka, which 
means “spears.” A forked stick is stuck 
in the ground and the players retire 
to\an agreed upon distance from it Fach 
player is provided with a shinka or spear 
of willow six feet long and sharpened 
at the end. The players throw thetr 
spears in turn, each trying to make 
his shinka fal! that one end of it 
will rest in the fork of the stick sttick 
in the ground. The player who does this 
Scores five. If no plaver’s spear falls in 
the fork of the stick the player whose 
Shinka falls nearest the goal stores one. 

This game can be played by any nim- 
ber of bovs and the one who inakes 
ten first wins the game 

Professor George A. Dorser, who has 
made a special study of the Klamath 
Indians, says that in one of the shinka 
games saw there was a player who 
did not fail te land his spear in the fork 
Oi the upright stick more than once in 
eight throws. 

Professor Dorsey has collected and has 
in his keeping in the Field Colurabian 
mureum in Chicago specimens of all 
the articles used by the Klamaths in 
Flaying their various games. These could 
easiiy be duplicated by white children 
Who wanted to try them.

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which is an ivory pin or a porcupine 
quill, The player takes this pin. or quili, 
hetween jhis thumb and forefinger and, 
giving the bal! a_ toss, tries to insert 
the pin in the little loop at the top of 
the ball. As the ball is light and the joop 
is only a quarter of an inch in diameter, 
this is not as it would seem. 

This game is only played in winter. 
The Klamath Indians belleve that as 
often as they stick the pin in the loop 
they shorten a little the winter months 
aml hasten the coming of spring. 

Another game is called the stick game. 
Two large and two small sticks are ar- 
ranged by one of the players under a 
blanket, so that the other players can- 
not see in what order they lie. Then they 
guess at the order and a_e successful 
guess counts a point. It will readily be 
seen that there are six ways in which 
the sticks can be laid under the blanket 
—~two big ones followed by two" little 
ones; two little ones followed by two 
big ones; a little one, a big one, a little 
one and a big one again: big one, little 
one, big one, little one; little one, two 
big ones, and a little one; and finally, a 
big one, two little ones and a big one. 

When a plaver makes a wrong guess 
he has to pass over a counter to the 
player who arranges the sticks. But 
whenever the sticks are laid alternately 
big and little—that is, big one, little one, 
hig one, little one; or. tittle one, big one, 
little one, big one—and the position is 
guessed, the player who has heen ar- 
ranging the sticks has to pass them over 
to the guesser for him to arrange and 
become a guesser himself. If the position 
called ‘‘vuish.”” which is two little sticks 
followed hv two big ones, is laid and 
guessed, neither side wins, and it does 
not count. 

The Klamath children are fond of play- 
ing with tops, which they make by stick- 
ing a peg through a dise of wood. They 
declare that they had teps in the Kla- 
math tribe long before the white men 
came to their country, and there is every 
reason to believe that they did. 

The Klamaths do not seem to have 
taken to the games of the white man, 
hut stick to their own ancient forms ‘of 
amusement.. Some day, however, they 
may learn to play baseball, 
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HOW AN INGENIOUS BOY 
CAN BUILD AN AIR SHIP 


By J. C. Beard. 


W HPN the. March winds blow,” | 


the boys begin to build kites and. 

Save up their pocket money for | 
kite strings. At least, March is the time | 
of year when the American boy turns his | 
mind and energy toward kites. I have} 
heard that the Japanese boy flies his 
kite at New Year's. 

But ‘kite. flying is a sort of ceremony 
or religious duty “with the Japanese boy. 
He believes that the boy who can make 
his kite mount the highest into heaven 
will become the favorite of the spirits.- 

The American boy who can make ‘his 
kite mount the bighest is considered, not 
a favorite of the spirits, but an example 
of what economy may accomplish, be- 
cause. he will be the boy who has saved 
up the most money. and, in consequence, 

4. bas the largest amount of string. 

The question of string is always a se-, 
rious one at kite time. The sort of string! 
which- a boy possesses, or the amount! 
of money he intends to spend On string 
must deternilzie the size of his kite. 

It, #6. not difficult to build a kite which, 
in. the firece winds of March, will break 
anything on .the market. Boys do not 
geem interested, at the present day, in 
bullding kites which wil] be unique mere- 
ly in point of size. Very large kites, un- 
less built fer lifting or pulling pur- 
poses, have gone out of fashion. The 
tendency now is to build kites which will 
make people crane their necks to get a 
second look. 

The Japanese boy, whom I mentioned | 
before, and who deserves to be mentioned | 
oftén in an article on kites, because he 
builds more kites and seems to enjoy them 
more than the boy of any other nation, 
makes oddly shaped kites in the hope 
that the design may attract and please 
some spirit, who, because he has been 
pleased, will help the kite to fly very 
high into heaven, perhaps higher than 
the kite of any other boy. If this hap- 
pens, the boy will secure the friendship 
of all the spirits. 

The American boy is rather more 
worldly in his desires. Like the Japa- 
nese boy, hé wishes to attract attention, 
but not the attention of spirits. The 
American boy is satisfied with the atter- 
tion of ordinary mortals. 

There are many kites, fish kits, butter- 
flies frogs. turtles, dogs, horses, in faet, 
almost every sort of animal kite. Peop'e 
today are much interested in flying ma- 
chines. A kite which exactly represents 
a fiying machine, even to the spinning 
propellers. will attract no end of atten- 
tion. 

Size is very deceiving when an object 
is at a distance. It often takes a second 
or eVen a third look to prove that tne 
kite Santos Dumont No. 10 is not a “sure 
enough” air ship. 

it can be seen in the diagram that the 
framework of the kite consists of one long 
stick, running norizontally through tune 
center of the kite, and three shorter 
sticks, which cross the long one at right- 
angles. The curved edge of the kite 18 
made by fastening either thin, light wire, 
or strips of rattan over the framework. 
The framework can be covered wh 
either paper or paper muslin. I would

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not advise paper muslin unless the kite 
is at least four feet across. 

The framework of the car, on which is 
printed Santos Dumont No. 10, is made 
of three sticks—the long stick D and the 
two short sticks E and F. Strings are 
run between the ends of the sticks E and 
F, and the framework is covered with 
paper like the framework of an ordinary 
kite. 

C shows one of the propellers. The 
blades of the propellers are made from 
thin wood. The blades are fitted ob- 
liquely into a small square biock, as 
shown. 

If the kite is very small, ordinary paper 
pin wheels can be used for propellers. 
The propellers are fastened at each end 
of the stick D. Round off the end of the 
stick D, as shown by the figure G; then 
slip on the propeller and run a small p'ug 
through the end of the stick D, to keep 
the propeller from slipping off. The plug 
is shown in figure H. 

The car is fastened to the kile by 
strings from the end of the sticks A and 
B. Bellyband and tail are attached as 
shown in the diagram, and the kite is 
flown iust like any of its brother kites. 
If there is wind enough to keep the pro- 
pellers spinning. 

In one way the Santos Dumont No. 10 
really is an air ship, fer, in the opinion of 
many scientific men, an ordinary kite is 
much nearer the design of the ship which 
will ultimately solve the problem of 
aerial navigation, than that of the huge 
gas bags with which aeronauts are fond 
of experimenting.

The history of a country can be studied 
i’ no more profitable and interesting way 
through the ‘history of her great 
men, and the March Succ@ss, amplhlfving 
this idea, ‘thas presented a splendid dia- 
gram of the present political statesmen of 
the whole civilized world.

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Protection Against Fire. 

Springfield Republican: The little town 
of Salem, N. C., offers a useful object les- 
son in the system of protection from the 
dangers of fire. Mr. Edward Atkinson, 
who, when he is not engaged in anti-im- 
perialistic foolishness, makes some ex- 
eellent practical suggestions, in a letter 
to The Boston Transé¢ript. calls attention 
to the remarkable fire record af Salem. It 
is 137 years old, and in all that time not 
only has had no conflagration, but no dis- 
astrous fire. It has never in all its history 
had a fire where the loss 

here was only one dwelling burned in 
1 years, dating from 1774, and there 
never was but one. fire which got,’ be 
yond the building tn which it originated. 
On that ovcasion two hiildings were burn 
ed, each worth $259. During the first 127 
vears of the town’s history the total loss 
of property by fire was than $2,000. 
And Salem is a town of between 4,000 and 
5,0) people. 

The explanation of this remarkable im- 
munity from fire is Salem's fire ordinance, 
which provides for inspection of all build- 
ings inorder to remove dangerous heat- 
ing appliances. The inspectors hunt out 
all defective flues, unsafe stoves and fur- 
naces, Insecure stove pipes and chimneys, 
and unsafe receptacles for ashes, They 
also give special] attention to the construc- . 
tion of buildings. No property owner is 
allowed to put up an insecure building. 
What is even more to the purpose, 
people themselves cooperate cheerfully 
with the inspectors, and from long experi- 4 
enee have become themselves well ac- 
quainted with all the methods of protec- 
tion. against fire. Thus they have mini- |!

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THOUSANDS OF MEN 
HUNTING ANIMALS 


Children who are fond of going to zo00- 
logical parks and menageries to see the 
animals hardly realize what vast expense, 
what labor, hardship and peril are neces- 
sary to provide them wtth this form of 
amusement and instruction. Thousands 
of men are at work al] the time, risking 
their lives in out-of-the-way corners of 
the earth, in order that a continuous sup- 
ply of wild animals may be furnished for 
exhibition in Europe and América. 

As the earth is more and more settled 
by civilized men, the wild animals be- 
come more and more scarce, amd those 
which escape the hunter retreat to the 
most inaccessible forests and desertplaces 
which, of course, make them harder to 
catch, 

Some animnis are getting exceedingly 
One of these is ithe giraffe. Only 
three specimens of this long-necked cre- 
ature were caught and sent to Europe 
in twenty years. A well built and healthy 
giraffe is now valued at between $3,000 and 
$4,000. 

The rhinoceros is also a scarce animal 
and extremely difficult to catch. . It has tto 
be caught when young and brought. up 
on milk. It does not stand traveling 
well. 

Lions also are caught when they are 
young and brought up on goat's milk; it 
is next to impossible tto catch a grown 
lion. 

Although elephants are not as plentiful 
as they once were, there still seems to be 
a considerable, supply of them. There is 
always a demand for this great beast, 
which the ancients used to call .“‘ghakine 
mvuuntains.”’ 

There is a growing demand in all parts 
of the civilized world for wild animals 
now, owing to the. increage in the num- 
ber of zoological parks and the interest 
which al) children are taking in ¢reatures 
from strange and far-off lands. 

Even in Japan the emperor has estab- 
lished a goological park, for which he 
recently ordered lions, bears, tigers, os- 
triches and a large collection: of smaller 
animals. 

Not long ago one of the kings of Europe 
sent a telegram to a great Germdn dealer 
in wild animals sayfng: *‘Ship me twenty- 
five elephants.'* And the dealer had the 
elephants on hand and filied the order. 

This dealer has sixty men traveling for 
him all the time looking for wild animals, 
and these sixty men are assisted by 
thousands of native helpers .in every 
country where thev go. 

The pursuit of wild animals is @ dan- 
gerous cailing, and the hunters are fre- 
quently huthted in turn by the animats 
they are trying to catch. Not a few lose 
their lives, 

So when vou stand hefore the lion's 
cage, think of the men far off in Central 4 
Africa. who at that very minute are 
rrobably stealing through the wildnerness 
with dangers all around them, looking 
for a young lion that they may capture 
it to send to the United States. where it 
may grow up to delight thousands of 
children and frighten them, perhaps, by 
his *roar—al! that will remain to him of 
his desert life. 

Or think of the hot jungles of India and 
of the white man and a host of black as- 
sistants searching for a tiger that they 
may entrap to sand over the seas, 
while the tiger. on his part, is stealthily 
hiding and waiting for a chance to make 
a spring and carry-off one ef his pur- 
suers ' ; 

English-speaking. childrén are much in- 
debted to Henry T.,/of England, for the 
opportunities they have to see strange 
animals in a captive atate, for that mon- 
arch may: be. cafled the father of the 
modern menagerie and zoological park. 
His virtuea were not. many, but a love of 
animals was one of them. 

The king “used to Bend to distant toun- 
tries begging the rulers of those lands.to 
send. him specimens of strange animals. 
He was partteulamy interested in camels, 
leopards and lions, aad he gathered a con- 
siderable number of those animals in a 
park which he established for the pur- 
pose at Woodst@ck, one of “his castles. 

The king was especially delighted with 
a porcupine which some one sent him, and 
which had never before been seen in 
England.

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ATLANTA’S WHIRLWINDS. 

During. the windy days of. March the 
boys and girls have had splendid oppor- 
tunity if they cared to take advantage of 
it to learn all about whirltwinds and hur- 
ricanes right here at home. [In former 
years Atlanta people were tin the habit of 
congratulating themselves upon the city’s 
fortunate situation. When a _ yoleano 
somewhere erupted, Atlanta rejoiced that 
there were no voleanoes near there. When 
a disastrous flood came upon some coun- 
try, Atlanta expressed delight that she 
was too high to be hurt by tthe water of 
river or ocean. A cyclone or a hurricane 
in some distant land made Atlanta happy 
that no such thing could reach her, be- 
cause she is protected by hills. 

Now, however, whirlwinds and hurri- 
canes are no longer unknown, since the 
coming of the tall buildings. Any day 
when there is a slight wind, even a pleas- 
ant breeze anywhere else, tthe neighbor- 
hood of the tall buildings is visited by 
Sure enough hurricanes. The wind seems 
to come from every direction at once, and 
the pedestrian leads a strenuous life. 
The cause and direction and strength of 
these wind currents is a puzzle to most 
people, and their study would be interest- 
ing and profitable. 

In other cities of ‘‘sky scrapers’ —New 
York especially—the evil of these strong 
wind currents created by the tall build- 
ings has reached the point of danger, it is 
said, one little boy betng blown into the 
street and run over by a wagon. It is a 
common thing for big plate glass windows 
to be blown in by the action of the wind 
created by buildings opposite, and there is 
talk now of restricting the farther erec- 
tion of buildings beyond a certain height. 

Outside the danger, the effect of these 
winds is exceedingly disagreeable and to 
ladies very embarrassing, for they find it 
impossible in such winds to hold their 
hats, their bundles, their umbrellas, per- 
haps; and their skirts all at the same 
iime. 


General Torrance and Lincoln. 


Minneapolis Journal: Judge Ell Tor- 
rance. last year commander in chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, as a 
lieutenant of the Ninety-seventh Pennsyl- 
vahia infantry, gmuarded the body of Pres- 
ident Lincoly while it lay in state in 
Baltimore on its way to Springfield. 
Judge Torrence tells the story of scénes 
in Baltimore at that time as follows’ 

“During the months of March 
April, 1865, I was on detached duty at 
Baltimore, Md. Momentous events fol- 
lowed quickly in those days, and men 
often lived a life in a single dav. When 
it was announced that Petersburg had 
heen evacuated the entire city was thrown 
into a tumujt of exeitement which as 
greativ increased bv the news of the fall 
ef Richmond, and when it became known 
that Lee nad surrendered the situation 
was indescribable.

This is very much ‘better, of course, in 
fine, warm weather, under the bright. 
blue sky and. healthful. sunshine, watch- 
ing the flocks of sea gulls circling around 
the ship, oecasionally getting Sight of a 
whale or a shark, or a school of por- 
poises and numerous queer things that 
most. boys and. girls know all about from 
their school picture books, but seldom see 
in real life, unless they happen.to live in 
a «ity where there is a big aquarium. 

But on. the Atlantic liners. that rush 
at ful! speed through northern seas to 
“make time.’’ and where the weather, for 
the greater part of the year, 1s rough and 
stormy, it is not safe for boys and girls 
to play on deck. They are likely to fall 
overboard; and if they did some steam- 
ship captains, who care more about mak- 
ing a record than anything else, might 
not take the trouble to stop to pick them 
uD. ° 

For another thing, a boy or girl washed 
overboard would stand very little chance 
ff being saved from drowning in those 
great waves of the Atlantic, sometimes 
more than fifty feet high. 

Rudyard Kipling, in .his ‘Captains 
Courageous,’ tells about a rich boy who 
was washed overboard from an Atiantic 
liner. His parents did not see him r.se 
and gave him up for dead. But he was 
lucky enough to be picked up by a craft 
filled with fishermen who kept him at sea 
for months before he could get back to 
land and telegraph to his mother. He 


| had to work for his food, too, just as 


many a poor lad. barely old enough to go 
to school. has to earn his living on a fish- 
ing boat off the Newfoundland banks. 

Not so many years ago it was consid- 
ered unsafe for fathers and mothers to 
take their children to sea, especially on 
long voyages. The boys and gitis had to 
be left at home with relatives, or put into 
boarding school. They were usually very 
lonesome and miserable. 

But in these days many parents will not 
ga to sea unless they can take the chil- 
dren, and the steam ship companies have 
arranged to make them comfortablé—for 
where is the healthy boy or girl who is 
happy if not able to play? 

An ocean voyage is a constant wonder 
to a boy or girl who makes it for. the 
first time. To he aboard a big ship is. Ike 
living in a new land. Some are very 
much scared when the ship rolis, and are 
sometimes seasick, but, as a rule, they 
stand their first voyage quite as well as 
the older folks do. 4 

Everything they see is strange. In the 
children’s cabin, as the playground is 
usually called, there are toys quite 4dif- 
ferent from those they see at home. Of 
course, no boy could play ordinary cro- 
quet or nine pins aboard a ship. any 
more than his father could play billiards. 
The motion of the vessel is never s0 
steady that the balls would not roll ont 
of position. But the toy-makers have 
special blocks for them with pins so that 


the pieces will not fall down from, the 
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} table with

The steamship companies on many lines 
provide the deck games, but the boys 
and girls usually have to take their own 
games or depend on finding toys left 
aboard ship by other boys and girls who 
did not take them away. 

There is always a stewardess, some- 

times two, in charge of the play room, 
and boys and girls who do not behave 
themselves are punished and sent to bed, 
just as they are at home. 
Sometimes the children are taken into 
rye main saloon for a .concert,. seme of 
the older passengers volunteering to. sing 
and play on the plano and organ. 

The greatest trouble is with boys and 
girls who are allowed to eat at the Same 
their parents at home. Of 
course, this fs not permitted aboard ship, . 
except for those considerably more than 
twelve years. old.

This, of course, never ‘happens in 
America, where boys and girls are not 
afraid of soap and water.: or the. comb 
and brush; but-in far-off Stockhotm,. sad 
to say, it sometimes does. 
As a remedy for this, oné of the great 
public schools in that city has its entire 
basefnent occupted by hathtooms, and 
when a child appears in his or her geat 
looking unwashed. .and untidy, dawn to 
the bathroém that scholar goes.

with them. or have got to 0 out to work 
all day and would, therefore, not be home 
to give the child anything to eat, if he 
went home at noontime. 

Strange to say, this feature of the 
school is much more popular among the 
scholars than the bathtubs, and the daily 
combing and scrubbing. 

Another school which is rather differ- 
ent from others exists in China: I¢ is a 
school conducted by the missionaries and 
is attended by pupils of all ages from the 
little fellows with little Pigtails. to 
grown men with big, long pigtatls. Even 
old men attend the school and study 
side by side with the young scholars. 

One of the teachers says that one day 
She saw a little Chinese boy raise his 
hands as a signal that he wanted to 
speak to her.

Intercommunication at Sea.

Gloucesterman will maintain at any time 
that no boat afloat can outsai] a fisher- 
man, amd he has abundant reson for his 
faith. Men will point out a half dozen 
craft in Gloucester any time that they 
are ready to back against ithe fastest 
yachts that ever flew in an ocean race, in 
a run, say from Gloucester harbor to the 
NortH’sea, or a similar little jaunt in the 
worst of seasons. 

The typical Gloucester fisherman is not 
only as fast as a yacht; in weather so 
wicked that a yacht is as useless as a 
stick of wood, the Gloucester vessel will 
Spread an appalling area of sall and stand 
out for the banks in a perfectly matter- 
of-fact way. 

A true Grand Banks schooner, built for 
cod fishing and the winter frozen-herring 
trade, is from 100 to 125 feet tong. .A craft 
like the John J. Flaherty. one of Glouves- 
ter’s best, which is 122 feet over all, will 
have a beam of 3% feet. She draws from 
111-2 to 121-2 feet of water and carries a 
main-~mast 75 feet high with a foremast 3 
to 65 feet. The foretopmast will be 39 or 
40 feet and the maintopmast is 42 to 4 
feet long. 

Such a vessel is built with especial view 
to being easy to anchor in a heavy sea. 
This is one of ithe important qualities of

Gloucester fishing craft, for practically 
all their fishing is done from dories and 
the smacks lie at anchor throughout, ex- 
cept when they are shifting ground, al- 
though the smaller vessels often run out 
with the dories and help to set or haul 
tra wls. 

These bie Grand Banks schooners carry 
immense cargoes. The Flaherty carries 
2.200 barrels for herring her first 
trip she loaded 600,000 po cod fish. 


The Gloucester ‘“nock-About.”’ 

The other leading type of Gloucester 
boat is the market fishing schooner. She 
is of the “‘knock-about” form, a model 
that is comparatively new, having been 
used first only about ten years ago. It 
was viewed a bit sceptically at first and 
the arrival of the early ‘“knock-about” 
boat. at the Banks was the signal for a 
good deal of pretended surprise at her 
safe arrival and the Nfe of her crew was 
mavie miserable by offers of assistance in 
case the water got rough or the winds 
began to blow. But the clever fishermen 
did not fall to see her fine points and be- 
fore long most of the new vessels were 
built on her lines. 

The typical market fishing schooner is 
such a craft as the Rob Roy, with 110 feet 
length over all, 88 feet on the water line, 
3 feet beam, and masts almost as long as

The meshes ara 
just large enough to admit the heads of 
the fish and as the twine is very thin, — 
they swim into them biindly and entangle 
their gills so that they carinot escape. 

The seine used ‘mostly for catching” 
mackerel and herring, however, is 
purse seine, also used for taking men-

mation of the manager. But best and 
most remarkable of all. a tailor is al- 
ways in attendance and tears and rips and 
misfit clothes are corrected without cost 
to the wearer. So, in one day, this tat- 
tramp becomes the well-groomed 
man of the world, with his face always 
shaved and his clothes always neat and 
ciean.

He says he 
has secured a job in Phiiadelphia, thanks 
the manager politely for his kindness and 
disappears. But he does not go to Piila- 
delphia.

At 5:30 o'clock every night he sends one 
of them to the Salvation Army head- 
quarters to get a ticket for a bed and 
meal. This friend is always one who has 
paid fora bed in some lodging house and 
therefore does not need the ticket. Ags a 
mark of his fAendship he gives the ticket 
to his aristocratic ‘‘grafter.’’ 

This scheme can be “worked” for only 
a week or two. It would ruin everything 
for the leisurely gentleftnan to appear too 
often at the same lodging house with a 
free ‘ticket. So, when he thinks his wel- 
come is in danger, he goes to the Muni- 
cipal lodging house and stays there for 
two nights, Then he disappears, for, if 
he tried itt a third time in succession, he 
would be sent to the ‘‘island’’ for a term 
of anywhere from one to three months. 


The Gentleman Travels. 

During all this time he has managed 
to keep supplied with clean linen. He 
can get that in almost any quarter of the 
citv—at the Y. M. C. A. lodging house, at 
the Salvation Army headquarters, or at 
the offices of a half dozen other charity 
organizations, because he always’ hoks 
neat and deserving. 

All this time, too, he has been eating 
his four and five meals a day, he has had 
his newspapers, tobacco and liquor from 
his picked-up acquaintances, and, by call- 
ing at the Mills hotel on Sunday evening 
he has usually managed to secure a free 
ticket for some concert or Oratorio to be 
given the next evening. 

When, after two months or so of this 
life, he feels that he is outstaying his 
welcome in New York, he quietly takes a 
freight train for Philadelphia, or another 
of a half-dozen cities, and does the same 
thing on a smaller scale. He cannot live 
so long in these places as he does in New 
York, but he averages two or three weeks 
in each and so, by the time he gets back 
to the metropolis, he is forgotten by the 
men he preys upon and can begin the 
round all over again.

The important particular in which it dif- 
fers from all other lifeboats in use is that 
it is a power boat—the first practicable 
power boat designed for the purpose. 

The need of a power life boat has long been 
recognized. With the old-fashioned life- 
boat that must by means of oars and sail 
make its way to a vessel in distress very 
often much valuable time is lost, for wrecks 
have a way of sometimes occurring in 
stormy weather.» After the lifeboat has 
fought its way to the vesse!, and the rescue 
of passengers is to be effected, it is not in- 
frequent for the life-saving crew to be so 
exhausted by the struggle of bringing their 
boat out that instead of giving immediate 
aid to the people in peril they themselves 
need to be succored before they can goon 
with their life-saving work. 

England tried to overcome these draw- 
backs by using a steam-power lifeboat—a 
lifeboat that was after all only a steam tug. 
But the delay occasioned by getting up 
steam and the disabling of the engine when 
the boat was capsized in an-angry sea made 
the steam-power lifeboat impracticable. 

Where England failed American invent- 
iveness and ingenuity have triumphed. 

This new power lifeboat of the United 
States Life-Saving Service does what no 
other boat has ever done. 

Foresight could go no further, for every 
requirement has been met and every cmer- 
gency anticipated in its construction. 

The power is supplied bya 12-horse power 
gasoline engine snugly and securely tucked 
away in the after air-tight. chamber of the 
boat. The gasoline is stored as snugly and 
securely in the forward airchamber, and is 
carried by gravity to the engine, thus doing 
away with pumps that might become clog- 
ged and fail when needed most. To further 
obviate misfortune there is alsoa small res- 


ervoir of gasoline attached to the engine to. 


insure a supply in a stormy sea when the 
boat is liable to pitch os that the gasoline 
from the forward chamber is éut off. 

As in the best gasoline autos ignition is 
by electricity, and the batteries are insured 
against danger by being carried in a drawer 
in the forward air chamber, from which they 
must be removed if they need any attention. 

The little 12-horse power engine gives a 
speed of eight knots an hour, & supply of 
gasoline that will carry the boat 175 miles 
can be carried, and ten oars and the sails 
can supply further motive power. The boat 
can carfy a crew of ten men and a captain 
and twenty passengers besides, and its pow- 
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less it is smashed into kindling wood, be- 
cause its interior is‘a series of distinct air- 
tight compartments. 7 

It cannot be swamped. by heavy,seas,for 
as fast as the water runs in it. must run out. 

And if it capsizes it rights itself as easily 
and surely, and almost as quickly as the 
dolphins we sometimes see gleefully turn- 
ing somersaults in the waters of the bay. 
In its snug and dirtight construction it can 
go as well wrong side ‘up as right side up, 
and to prevent this interesting but un- 
desirable performance on the occasion of 
a@ capsize, there is provision made for cut- 
ting off the supply of gasoline from the 
engine when the boat f§ wrong side up. 
This is necéssary, for otherwise, in case of 
such an accident the boat would run away 
from its crew and passengers and leave 
them. struggling in the water; or, worse 
still, it might do them terrible injury with 
its moving propellers if they tried to cling 
to the boat. In the tests made in self-right- 
ing it was found that the boat could right 
from even trim bottom up to even trim right 
side up in three seconds. And in getting 
to and from.a vessel in distress, it is for 
this bogt a, matter of minutes where it is 
for the lifeboat, with only oars-and sails, so 
often a battle of hours with wind and sea. 
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This new power lifeboat that has over- 
come so many of the difficulties of the life- 
saving service, that will mitigate so ap- 
preciably the perils of the sea for those 
who fare upon it, that puts the United 
States life-saving service leagues ahead of 
any other, was designed by Captain C. H. 
McLellan of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
who is now here in command of the Man- 
ning—just designed in the course of duty. 

It is a service to his country well worth 
noting. ‘ 

We have a way--wWe civilians who pay 
taxes or dodge them—of looking on the offi- 
cers who wear our uniform as ornamental 
and expensive in time of peace, useful only 
in time of war. 

Captain McLellan is a veteran of two 
wars. He served in the War of the Re- 
bellion, and it was under cover of his guns 
that our first troops were landed in Cuba 
and in time of peace, when, if we think of 
our officers at all, we think of them as 
taking a hand at cards in aclub or frivoling 
at teas and cotillons, he was busy putting 
in the hours of his days, and sometimes of 
his nights, in the improvement of the life- 
saving service—a service that is unique 
the civilized world. f

Then he enriched the equipment and 
facilitated the work of the service with the 
self-bailing surf boat that-empties itself cf 
the seas it ships in twenty seqconds—a boat 
that has saved many lives that would 
otherwise have been lost. 

And now, without the hopé of mofey; 
reward or glory that cheers the inventor, 
he has just in the course of duty, in sitiple 
service te his country, designed the. most 


and certainly should be a matter of pride 
to all of us, that the United States Govern- 
ment ts the only Government in the world 
that maintains a life-saving service. 

Uncle Sam is the only one who puts his 
hand into his.own pocket to provide suc- 
cor and protection and warning for the 
ships and wayfarers that brave the dan- 
gers of rock and reef to come to his 
shores. And, what is more, he provides 
succor and protection and warning that is 
equaled in no other country. 

Even John Bull keeps a tight hold on 
his purse strings and leaves to the char- 
itable and the interested the work of res- 
cue from shipwreck on hts shores. Ens- 
land has no such organized service as.we 
have. Her lifeboat service is supported 
by voluntary contributions, and ber rocket 
service is maintained, in a fashion behind 
the times, by the Board of Trade. 

Our life-saving service would serve as a 
model to all the world. 

On our. seaboards and our great lakes 
there are 264 life-saving stations. Each 
station is a substantial and comfortable 
house, frequently with gas or electric 
lights, with running water and always 
with telephone servicé. Each station is 
equipped with a modern self-bailing surf- 
boat and a boat-wagon built for the pur- 
pose, with a lifeboat, With a beach-cart 
with all the appliances for firing a line to 
a vessel in distress and bringing the peo- 
ple ashore, with a complete code. of sig- 
nals for communicating with vessels, with 
a complete outfit of medicines for the 
resuscitation of the wrecked, with a com- 
plete supply of clothing for men, women 
ang children who may suffer disaster at 
sea. Each station has a keeper and a crew 
of seven mén, regularly paid by the Gov- 
erninent. d 

At each of these 264 stations there is a 
regular daily routine carried out—on one 
day the boat drill, on another the drill 
with the beach apparatus, on the next 
with the signals, on the next in the re- 
suscitation of the drowned, all with punc- 
tilious attention to order and detail so 
that when the emergency arises aid can 
be given with the greatest efficiency and 
the least possible delay. 

On the Atlantic Coast, from Cape Cod 
to Cape Hatteras, the entire coast is pa- 
trolied four timer every night, and in the 
daytime as well, when the weather is 
foggy. All night long, for the sake of 
those who plow the sea, men walk out 
from each life-saving station, two at a 
time, each going in opposite direction, 

carrying signals to warn off vagsels 


in danger, cach carrying also @ check with, 
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costs in addition over $7,000 a year in 
salaries to the keeper and crew to main- 
tain it. Uncle Sam devotes $1,000,000 a 
year to this work without grumbling or 
ostentation and with never so much as 4 
thought of holding himself up as an exam- 
ple to other Goverrments—although the 
Ameritan is held a braggart abroad. He 
just does it as a matter of course, and 
even most. of the people at home do not 
know how well he does it.

Fyom a service so primitive and happy- 
go-lucky that it was laughable, this com- 
plet | well-organized service has been 
evolved. Until 1849—the year of Califor- 
nia gold—there was no life-saving service 
here. In that year the first appropriation 
was made—$10,000 was put at the disposal 
of the Underwriters’ Association of New 
York for the establishment of boat-houses 
on the New Jersey coast and Long Island. 
The first life-saving station was estab- 
lished at Sandy Hook—a shed-like house 
with a surfboat on an ordindry farm 
wagon. There was a hawser. a whip line, 
a Francis life-car and a mortar. In the 
house there was a box stove, some wood 
and some matches. There were no at- 
tendants. The man living nearest had the 
key. Someone would give the alarm, a 
volunteer crew would assemble, and the 
rescue of the wrecked would be gailantly 
and wildly attempted. It was picturesque, 
but not always effective. 

No one found fault with it, until the 
whole nation was shocked into an appre- 
ciation of its inadequacy by the wreck of 
the gunboat Huron off Nag’s Head, North 
Carolina, in the early seventies. There 


. were 126 lives lost, and the losses reached 


many homes and saddened many hearts. 
The shock of this national disaster re- 
sulted in the reorganization—in truth, in 
the organization of our life-saving ser-

capacity of 175 miles and its accommoeda- 
tion for twenty passengers, have been a 
simple matter to have quickly rescued the 
marooned passengers from bleak Fish Rock. 
After Fort Point has been equipped it is 
more than probable that the stations af 
Humboldt Bay, Coos Bay, Shoalwater Bay

A trawling vessel carries from three to 
nine dorles and two men go in each dory. 
Ir fair weather in hand-line fishing, ecac!

The dories are supposéd to be fitted out 
with water and food every time they are 
put over side, but the men go off without 
them far too often. and, consequentlr. 
when they become lost in a fog or are 
driven away from the fleet in a storm, 
thetr sufferings from hunger and thirst 
are shocking. 

Besides trawl lines and tubs a well- 
found dory carries an extra anchor and 
anchor cable, a big tin horn to be used as 
a fog signal, a gaff hook and a maul or 
club to kill big fish.

The New Era 


The south of 1903 bears irrefutable evidence to 
this fact. Its states are dotted with mammoth fac- 
tories, whose looms and spindles are devouring the 
cotton grown in their immediate vicinity and reach- 
ing out into other territory, sending the finished 
product to the north, and what is left, at a hand- 
some profit, to clothe the teeming populations of 
the Orient. The tremendous timber and naval 
stores industries are just blossoming into full ma- 
turity; the iron and coal mines which honeycomb 
the middle section are putting forth but a fraction of

of thirty-eight years—what may be accomplished 
by a concerted, strenuous, indomitable crusade, 
which shall have as its object an honest, energetic 
advertisement of the advantages and inducements 
which the commercial and industrial south hold out 
in lavish display to capital and immigration ?

Woolly Fiction, the Circus, 
and Big Grown Men 


EARLY every grown man harbors a 
slunibering strain of lawlessness. Not 
exactly lawlessness éither. That 1s 
too vague and misleading an asser- 
tion. But the outre, the daring, the 
highly colored tints of life somehow 
strike a sympathetic chord in his mind 
and he never wholly outgrows that 
boyish longing to be a pirate, a high- 
way robber, or a midnight maraudcr. 
Street pistol duels or any act of unus- 
ual personal prowess enlists his se- 
cret admiration, although apparentiy 
he may be cold, impassive, impervioris 
to the spur of sudden emotion. Many 
men, too, with a. genuine liking for the better 
class of fiction, the kind which revolves about fine 
character delineation or keen studies of human na- 
ture, and whose chiseled judgment rejects as slushy 
and unnatural the donner und blitzen narratives of 
the penny dreadful, yet seem to find a certain sort of 
strange relaxation in these same gory tales, when 
the thoughts are weary with the details of the day’s 
grind or the mere delicately drawn work of the 
writer of culture. Just precisely why this should 
be the case, is a psychological problem which might 
well test the reason of a trained thinker, and we 
will not endeavor to play that role, confining the 
trend of this article to a partial exhibition of the 
interesting symptoms which evolve from the con- 
ditions named. 

That there is ample truth in the assertions pre- 
sented is established by the evidence of news stands, 
the book stores, the train news butchers, any com- 
mon trader coming into direct contact with the read- 
ing public. Ask any one of these people and they 
will tell you that the soberest, most undemonstra- 
tive business man as well as the acute mental

will carefully select a cigar, a newspaper or a.cur- 
rent periodical, in the megntime fingering over the 
stock of 5-cent novels and keeping an anxious eye 
open for the appearance of any friend’or acquant- 
ance whose opinion might be shocked by the spec- 
tacle of a grown man purchasing a bucket o' blood 
novel. Having finally satisfied himself that the coast 
is clear, he chooses something from his favorite au- 
thor, one he knows will abount in hair-raising sit- 
uations, plenty of bloody action and heroic rescues 
which would be impossible outside the covers. of 
such a production, and concealing the pamphlet be 
neath the respectable-looking roll of reading matter, 
hastily pays the clerk and retreats to the privacy of 
his own room. Hecre he glances over the newspaper 
end magazine with but languid interest—then leaps 
avariciously at the “dreadful” and frequently sits up 
half the night following breathlessly the adventures 
of some spectacular, blood-soaked hero, or coy, fair- 
haired heroine. 

And the most peculiar part about the whole 
transaction is that he goes down to work the next 


‘morning with a mind vastly freshened, garnished 


ciean from cobwebs, and a buoyant, elastic view- 
point the wonder and envy of his innocent asso- 
ciates. His feverish yearning for this yellow va- 
riety of fiction is almost invariably spasmodic, and 
when he has gained a surfeit (a process occupying 
but a few successive evenings) he turns from the 
perusal of such mush with disgust, wondering how 
he could ever have been beguiled by such utterly 
preposterous, melodramatic people and plots. And 
he remains in this normal condition until there is 
a recurrence of the malady, when he once again re- 
turns to his first love with whetted appetite and 
sharpened appreciation. 

The average male adult, too, can be very similarly 
analyzed anent the circus. The hackkneyed news- 
paper and comic weekly stories about the fond 
father pleading his small son as an excuse to gape at 
the sawdust rings has a grain of very real truth as 


background. To be sure, the man grown mature does 
not look on the marvelous feats of the spangled 
ladies and gaudy acrobats with the same fresh spirit 


of credulity and ecstatic amazement as when he was 


clinging, stupefied with astonishment, to his own 
father’s coattails. All the same, the blazing specta- 
cles which he witnesses offer such a radical diver- 
gence from his humbrum, matter-of-fact life, as to 
richly repay him for all the laughter leveled at him 
by cynical frends. | 
This last paragraph explains the whole business, 
from a crude standpoint. Dealing with the actuali- 
ties of life, stern,. pulseless figures; battling with 
men of brusque manners and crude courtesy; carv- 
ing out, piece by piece, a living which oftimes the 
world grudges every inch; carrying in one, over- 
worked head, thousands of details—this is a partial 
excuse for the man who chuckles over the nickel 
novel, or who applauds enthusastically at the circus. 
Then there is the never-slain battle lust of which 
every man’s blood has a tincture; the barbarous de- 
sire fo read about incidents of real fighting where 
physical weapons are used, and the pant of the blow 
?s echoed by the sigh of the vctim—the savage emo- 
tions, the legacy of far-removed ancestors, buried 
far beneath the veneer of smirching civilization. 
Consider these obscure causes when you feel in- 
clined to sneer at thé man who patronizes the wares

@ producer, the other a 
handler; and the man who 
could make his own goods 
probably could not geil 
those made for him by 
some one else, and vice 

versa, 
If anything, more origin- 
ality. ts reguired by the 
manufacturer than by -the dealer. . Tne 
latter has only to dispose of things which 
are salable, and for which—or he would 
not keep them—there is already a demand. 
On the other hand, the manufacturer has 
not only to make his merchandise and 
Offer it for sale, but also to create a 
If he fails in this, he falls 
utterly, but if the merchant finds a cer- 
tain line unprofitable, he discontinues it, 
and his logs is only on .one particular 
thing. Also the price of his goods is 
fixed for him; he doesn’t have to figure 

on the cost of material and production. 

Nor ts it necessary far him to know the 
composition of his goods. He only knows 
that a certaip thing is good because his 
customers buy,it. In other words, he is 
only an agént. 

The very difficulties of manufacturing, 
however, make it an interesting pursuit, 
and also widens its field. Its market is 
not restricted to one territory, Hke the 
merchant’s. It offers employees a greatcr 
variety of work, more responsible work, 
and hence more promotion. As it requirca 
of them special training and knowledge, 
its ranks are less crowded than those 
of other Hnes with young men of omy 
general qualifications. 

For the benefit of Sunny South readers, 
interviews have been obtained from some 
half dozen leading manufacturers of At- 
lanta, representing as many lines of man- 
wufacturing. They speak from>its yarious 
standpoints, and they show particulary 
what the young man may expect of it, 
and what it demands of him. The manu- 
facturers interviewed are: Mr. Edward 
O. Miles, of the Georgia Soap Company; 
Mr. C. R. Winship, of the Winship Ma- 
chine Company; Mr. John M. Smith, of 
the John Smith Company; Mr. Ira 4A. 
Emith, of the Sotithern Cotton Oil Com- 
pany; Mr. Harry Schlesinger, the candy 
and cracker manufacturer; and Mr. Sig 
Pappenheimer, of the National Furni- 
ture Company, 

Mr. Miles thinks that one can become a 
manufacturer without capital in the be- 
ginning, if he is economical, and can

MR. MILES’ VIEWS. 

“Comparing manufacturing with mer- 

chandising, I should say that the former 
has the advantage, because of, its unre- 
stricted territory. The average merchant 
sells only to customers in and imme- 
dietely around his city. while the manu- 
facturer has the whole country as hig 
field. Freight rates give the shipper in 
Atlanta as much chance as the shipper 
in New York, more, in fact, to certain 
points, particularly in the south and 
Scuthwest, 
*““So much for the manufacturer As to 
tne requirements of his employees, they 
are also different from those of the clerk 
inthe retail house, for the former not 
Only sell thelr goods in large quantities, 
but also to merchants who are probably 
giving their first order. The dealer must 
ten be shown in what respect your goods 
are better than those of other factories, 
and. to do this the salesman should have 
some knowledge of their manufacture. 
He should have also the faculty .of inter- 
esting himself in his customer, so that 
his first order will be supplemented by 
more. ) 

“The main need of manufacturers is 
trained and! /skilf‘ed* young men, pnd 
this the technological schools are filling. 
Do I believe in technical education? I 
think if is the greatest thing in the coun- 
try. It not only helps the salesmen, 4s 
I said before, but it is of vast practical 
benefit to those who work in the factory. 
They have, to start with, a large grasp 
of their subject. With the practical ex- 
perience nécessary to apply this, their 
rise to responsible positions is rapid. I 
know a man barely 21 years old, a grad- 
uate of a technological school, who a 
short time ago started with a street 
railway company in a minor capacity. 
His education was of such value in his 
work that now he is worth $1,500 a year 
I believe in every kind 
of education as for that matter, but I 
should: take the technical part ten to 
one, for it is possible for every man to 
educate himself in a general way. 


YOUNG MEN AS PROPRIETORS. 

“Tt don't see why any young man should 
net hope to become a manufacturer him- 
self. It is not necessary that he should 
always be an employee, provided he ts 
such long enough to have learned his 
business, and to have saved up some 
money. Then let him start in a small 
way. He needn't fear the trusts, for they 
ean't afford to cut down prices On their 
goods simply to get him out of the way, 
And let him remember, also, that the 
banks will help any man if they sce that 


he works hard, and, above all, uptereey — 
hid Business and makes it pay. ©@P “i 
js not always as y ah Lege « n 
imagine; in fact, too much of it Bos 
heginniufz hes ruined a great many s 
Me.

Mar WINGHIP’S VIEWS. 


“There are various grades of employ- 
ment in a machine shop. There are ™Ma- 
chinists, heads of departments, and gen-~- 
eral superintendents, and also traveling 
salesmen. We find it hard to fill post- 
tions above the grade of machinist, be- 
cause beyond that department the aver- 
age workman is handicapped by his lack 
of ‘technical education. He can do the 
work assigned him if he is given the 
necessary instructions and measurements, 
but he can‘t ‘figure these things for 
himself. 

“For this reason I should advise young 
men who think of going into our line 
first, if possible, to gain 4 technica! 
training—the kind given at the technolog!l- 
cal schools. I don’t mean that this course 
will fit them for a position in, the -begin- 
ning, for practical experience is always 
necessary. But, with. his trained sense, 
the educated man picks up the shop rou- 
tine rapidly, and having accomplished this 
he is fitted to take the positions where 
his knowledge of higher jmathematics 
and mechanics is valuable. This is just 
the difference between skilled and un- 
skilled labor. 
sitlons waich pay from $2 to $3 a day 
to that of superintendent, and the latter 
is paid so much a year. 

“Not only does this special training 
apply to. men in the shop, but algo to 
traveling salesmen, who must have some 
knowledge of machinery to Sell it. If @ 
customer wants a complete gin house 
equipment, the salesman must. be able 
to tell him just what is required and 
to show him also why certain gins and 
appliances are better and safer than 
others.

1t may lack the true. characteristics of 
rcither. In Africa, in Europe, and in 
South America, the army of true locusts 
is regarded with deadly fear, and witn 
£00d reason. Advancing through the 
country in countless millions, the locusts 
l.ave..behind them a scene of desolation 
that could be no more complete had 2 
fierce fire swept.over forest and field and 
garden. Not a green leaf is left in their 
track.

INJURY TO YOUNG TREES. 

The attack of the mother insect by 
hacking into the terminal twigs in mak- 
ing a nest for her will injure the 
young trees very severely.

There are secondary: eye- 
lets or ocelli, and are pla¢ced between the 
large eyes, in the center of the forehead: 
These little eyes are often so brilliant in 
kue-.as to gleam like a diamond. So you 
see it would be rather.a hard matter to 
catch the locust napping. Its food being 
entirely vegetarian. it, like all its kin- 
dred, is peculiarly equipped for Hving 
iby suction, draining the sap, the 
blood of the plants, on which they settle. 

All cieadas are musical, but the males 
are the only singers, the femaies: being 
always silent. Hence the couplet written 
ago by an ungallant Greek poet, 
who pcrhaps spoKe from sad experience, 

“Happy the cicadas’ lives, 

» Since they all have voiceless wives.”’ 

The male thirteen-year locusts are pro- 
vided with an od, resonant, drumlike in- 
strument, a cavity with a membrane 
drawn tightly over it. Its vibration is 
controlled by muscles, whieh cause it to 
emit the shrill chirping n>sise so familiar 
to ws all, since this is not peculiar alone 
to the seventeen-ycar locust. Some of 
the race, indeed, are capable of emitting 
a noise so much like a distant steam 
mhistle, as to be easily mistaken for 
such. 

The writer recalls a personal experience 
of this kind, that occurred in the city of 
Panama some years ago. Whiie sitting 
cn the balcony of a house from which, 
across the end of the street. could be

eat voraciously so long as a green thing | 
remains to be eaten, then they lay, each | 


one of them, from four to five hundred 


eggs in the buds or twigs of trees, and 
then, their life work done, they too drop | 


down and die. 

The male cicada may always be known 
by the large, horny plate that covers the 
drumming apparatus, which, as we have 
noted, is Missing in the female. But she 
has her compensations in plenty. In the 
first pluce she has a large beak of mouth 
so long that it has three joints, and when 
not in use. is tucked away under the 
body. In the second place she is fitted 
out with a péculiar horn-like ‘apparatus 
as delicate as it is curious. This Ov 'posi- 
tor serves the double purpose of Sawing 
out an egg basket in the branch of a 
tree. and of depositing the eggs neatly 
therein.

James Barrow Hope. 


Mr. Hope was born near Norfolk, Va., 
in 1827, and was educated for the law. 
He began practice at Hampton about 
1850. In 187 he wrote the poem for the 
two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the celebration of the settlement. 
Jamestown and in 1858 an ode for the ded- 
ication of the Washington mpnument at 
Richmond. He also wrote poems for the 
Southern Literary Messenger published at 
Richmond. In 1861 he entered the con- 
federate service and fought through the 
War as captain. Afterwards he settled 
in Norfolk and began the practice of his 
profession. There are some who consider 
that his best production was written just 
before his death, a2 memorial ode on the 
laying of the corner stone of the Lee 
monument in Richmond in 1887. 

The production of the greatest strength, 
however, is his metrical address on the 
anniversary of the surrender of Carn wal- 
lis. It rings with the fire of true patriot- 
ism; it clanks with the sounding of arms: 
it points to gchievements of undoubted 
greatness; it calls for nobler effort in 
the future; it has poetic finish, pathos 
and humor; and as a historic record it 's 
remarkable. 

To reproduce the whole effort wonja be 
ir practicalge, but 2 short excent from 
its opening will serve to show the Value 
of the poem.

The flume, as completed, will carry 
daily a burden of water of 2,000,000 tons, 
which will all pass through the four 
steel tubes already described, tapering 
from their diameter of four feet to a 
mere five-inch outlet. The plan adopted 
of using an independent tube for each 
impulse wheel is an innovation in elec- 
trical engineering which has been devised 
in order to afford a better control of the 
power. The electric current generated 
from the wheels will be ‘“‘stepped up,’’ in 
the electrician’s phrase, from 2,500 volts 
to 50,000 volts at the power house, Thence 
it will be sent out of the wilderness 
down through a pathway cleared to a 
width of 50 feet in order that the danger 
from trees falling upon the wires may be 
eliminated. All wires In use are to be 
duplicated. At the transforming houses in 
Tacoma, Seattle, and other urban centers 
the current will be ‘stepped down” again 
by means of skillful sctentific appliances 
to whatever voltage may be required for 
special uses. And the uses to which the 
electricity will be put in the Puget Sound 
cities are of course practically innumer- 
able. .

NE week ago this Christ- 

mas day, in the little back 

office that adjoins the 

counting room of the*'Daily 

Journal,” I sat in genial 

conversation with two 

friends.

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of eggs laid in each nest varies from four} bad and its legs are so queer,” 


to ten, and since each locust deposits be- 
tween four and five hundred eggs, it will 
be seen that many nest-baskets are re- 
quired to receive them. 

The eggs soon -hatch, and at first the 
larva, which are like fleas both in size 
and shape, are content to suck tne juices 
that flow into their home nest. But very 
soon they outgrow the nest, and drop to 
the ground, where, led by some strange 
instinct, they at once burrow beneath 
the surface, using their’ strong-tocthed 
thighs as drills. It is not a short journey 
downward that they make and this is 
one of the many strange ways of the 
thirteen-vear ‘‘locust."’ 

The short-lived larva of the 
piliar and similar insects burrow 
short distance into the ground. 
should they go far when they have to 
come back so soon? The larva of the 
‘seventeen-year cicada, as wel] as those 
of the thirteen, and three year species. 
seem to know that there is no hurry at 
all about coming up again, so they bur- 
row and burrow until they are at least 
a yard below the surface. Here they are 
safe from frost, and can feed at leisure 
on the root-juices of the trees and plants 
withing reach. They eat their way. slow- 
ly but steadily through life, and as their 
powers of siiction are great and their 
appetite greater, they do an immense 
amount of damage to vegitation even be- 
fore they emerge above ground, as per- 
fect insects, ‘‘perfect fiends,’” some one 
has called them, and justly. Mansa tree 
or plant, mysteriously stunted, wit 
dying. owes its condition to the 


cacer- 
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ence will one day be most unpleas: 
revealed. 

When at last the period of its long pro- 
bation is near its end, the larva enters 
on its pupa state. But, unlike the major- 
itv of insects in this stage, it does not 
become dormant, but as it were, an 
active cross between and 
the perfect cicada. 

For three, thirteen and seventeen years, 
in the region infested by this scourge, 
millions of larva are hiding and working 
under ground, in the fields, woods, gar- 
dens, everywhere. Sometimes fow!s or 
pigs root them up, and then they depart 
this life, but the number thus destroyed 
is insignificant. 

Just before the lapse of the appointed 
period, the ground is lilerally honey- 
combed by strange tubes or galleries, and 
in each of these is a pupa changing rap- 
idly now into a perfect insect. Finally 
the moment comes when the active pupa 
emerges from a little round ho.e in its 
tube. It is dazed at first, the air and 
sunlight ure new experiences, aftcr iis 
many years of under-ground life. The 
sun ‘dazzles it, the noises of the great 
world confuses it, the swinging of the 
branch upon which its wenderfu! in- 
stinct causes it instantly to climb, puz- 
zles it. 

Then, too, no doubt the poor pupa won- 
ders in its own slow way, how it is thit 
its skin, which has al) along been so 
soft and smooth, is now hard and rough- 
ened. It is like a baby just leurning to 
waik, like a bird half fledged. Like Dick- 
ens’ little ‘Jenny Wren,’ its “back is sv

Then the destruction begins, 
and the 4nillions of cicada fasten 
upon.trees, shrubs and vegetation of all 
kinds. In a few days crops are destroyed 
and man’s labor of the year swept away. 
The numbers of this terrible pest are in- 
calculable, as well might one attempt to 
count the grains of sand upon the sea 
beach. Large branches of trees are often 
broken down by the weight of the seven- 
teen-year locusts that crowd upon them, 
hundreds deep, and clinging together. 

Happy indeed is it that the scourge 
does not come more frequently. Even 
as it is, government aid has been called 
in, and not alone in the United States, to 
devise ways and means to attain its wl- 
timate destruction, and in a measure 
this has been successful. Fortunately 
man has a valuable coworker that lends 
considerabie aid in the fight. This is 
an insect called the megastizgus, and 
while smaller than the cicada, it is 
stronger and mere active. The mother 
megastizus loves the cicada. in her own 
way, and clasping it affectionately in her 
strong legs, carries it off to her nursery, 
and then, after killing it, lays her eggs 
in the poor cicada’s body, that it may 
be ready to feed her own babies, by and 
by. 

it was a long time before the regular 
periodical visits of these So-called lo- 
custs became an acknowledged fact. The 
farmers, naturally enough, were the first 
to call attention to it, but for many 
vears the scientists ridiculed the idea of 
regular seventeen-year cycles, "Tt i 
only another phase of the popular super- 
Stition that ‘things in nature run by 
sevens to seventeens.’ 
Such was the scientific 
on theory. But theory is 
ished by facts. It was so in this case. 
The farmers and agricultural papers 
united in past research and present ob- 
servation, and the result proved that the 
verdict of the personally interested farm- 
ers was worth more than the wisdom of 
the bookmaker. Even so late as 185] the 
sevenieen-year locusts were denied ex- 
istence by some of the scientists, some 
others having gracefully acknowledged 
défeat. 3ut as the years rolled on. and 
there came other visitations in the same 
Sections. in 1868, and again in 18%, and 
each one predicted by the agriculturists 
whose interests were at stake, the last 
unbeliever laid down his arms, and the 
“seventeen-year locust’’ became an ac- 
knowledged fact. Only the men of 
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| science determined, perhaps, to “Have the 


last word” called the pest by its proper 
name of cicada, adding, with the new 
light gast upon this particular species, 
“septendecum,”’ in token of its seventeen 
year habits. 

The great west has suffered more from 
these locust visitations than the east or 
south for obvious reasons, Certain con- 
ditions are necessary to produce them, 
and these conditions are found especially 
in the western country. Wherever there 
is a fertile, cultivated valley, with a 
wide expanse of dry, uncultivated desert 
country west of it, there the seventeen- 
year jocust will appear in legions. Hence 
it follows that as the line of settlement 
and cultivation advances westward, the 
locust pest decreases, being pushed fur- 
ther and further away from its favorite 
base of operation. 

Take eastern Kansas and Utah, for ex- 
ample. In years gone by the ravages of 
these locusts were literally fearful. Now 
that their western sections are compara- 
tively settled, and under cultivation, the 
eastern sections suffer no more such vis- 
itations. The breeding ground of the ci- 
cada has vanished before the plowshare 
and the irrigating ditch. 

But in the earlier days, the devastation 
wrought by the seventeen-year locusts 
Was appalling. They descended on the 
Mormons of Utah in the early summer of 
1851 like winged demons. The Mormons 
called them ‘“‘desert crickets,’ and cer- 
tainly the ‘séventeen-year locusts or ci- 
cadas, do look very much like the crick- 
ets that are such a pest in Algiers and 
Some other sections of Africa. 


DEVOURER AGAINST DEVOURER. 
The first crops that the :‘‘Latter Day 
Saints’ had planted were speedily de- 
voured, not a vestige of them being left. 
Public prayers for deliverance were of- 
fered up in the temples, and the crops 
were planted again. As the seeds sprout- 
ed, back came the “crickets,” rejoicing 
over another feast of tender green things. 
So the Mormons set apart other days 
for prayer. Whether it was in answer to 
these prayers, or not. who shall say? 

Certain it is that before the vast insect 
army had fairly settled down to their 
work, there Swooped upon it enormous 
flocks of gulls, coming from the Great 
Salt lake, and devoured the devourers. 
These gulls ‘were snow white, with long 
Wings arched in flight like an angel’s.’’ 

Of course this is a Mormon descrip- 
tion of the gulls. The Mormon apostles 
cited their coming as a miracle evidencing 
the special favor with which their sect 
was regarded on high. They were care- 
ful not to publish the fact that the same 
thing had occurred before the Mormons 
had ever been heard of, as proved by 
Indian traditions. 

One of these old-time apostles of. the 
Mormon church, almost as well known as 
Brigham Young himse'lf. albeit an uned- 
ucated man, was especially noted for the 
length and strength of his prayers, espe- 
Clally when the “cricket” years were 
near at hand. This is the unique way in 
Which he concluded his petitions on such 
occasions: 

“And finally, Lord, save us from ail 
Injuns, crickets, serpents, apostates and 
grasshoppers, and from all those car- 
niverous animals that go whe-e-e-t, whe- 
e-e-e-t (whistling in imitation), in the 
night time.’ 

The irruption of the seventeen-year lo- 
cust into Indiana in July. 1885, was some- 
thing wonderful to sight and hearing. 
The whole air was filled with a monoto- 
nous roar and rattle like a regiment of 
threshing machines. and this din was 
kept up for quite a month. It was often 
necessary to raise cne’s voice in ordinary 
conversation. Then, all at once, one Fri- 
day night, the din began to subside. On 
Saturday it rose and fell in odd pulsa- 
tions, and by Sunday not a sound was 
heard. The sudden silence was actually 
painful, almost could one hear a pin drop. 
People whose voices had become accus- 
tomed to a loud pitch in speaking, now 
found themselves shouting at their neigh- 
bors in the midst of silence. The locusts 
had finished their work and were falling 
dead from the trees, but their eggs re- 
mained, snugly tucked away ready td re-

dauncy myself if I were compelled to 
Sleep with such an arsenal of bristling 
revolvers and shotguns as dangled from 
the four posts of her bed. But this was 
all in the line of the duty that devolves 
on One who has become a feudal leader. 
Greatness has its drawbacks, and the wife 
of one who has achieved 
to resign herself to some of the 
brous pomps and trappings that 
round her husband's exalted station. The 
spectacle of this aged mountaincer dame 
lying among her husband's firearms and 
choking down her gruel might have stim- 
ulated a Hogarth to his finest efforts, 

“The Devil’ was ‘clever’ enough as 
a host. His house was a castle, one 
of the largest in the mountains, two 
stories high, weather-boarded and paint- 
ed, Al) of which, for the mountaineer, 
spells, in large type, magnificence.

We also extract from a speech made 
by Governor Reid on the restrictions of 
slavery in Missouri while he was a mem- 
ber of congress on January 28, 1820:

They are well supplied with food and 
raiment. They are ‘“‘content and careless 
of tomorrow's fare.’ The lights of our 
religion shine as well for them as for 
thelr masters, and their rights of per- 
sonal security, guaranteed by the consti- 
tution and the laws, are vigilantly pro- 
tected by the courts. It is true, they are 
often made subject to wanton acts of 
tyranny, tut this is not their peculiar 
misfortune. For, search the catalogue of 
crimés, and you will find that man—the 
tyrant—is continually preying upon his 
fellow-man; that there are as many white 
as black victims to the vengeful passions 
and the lust of power! Belfeve me, sir, 
[ am not the panegyrist of slavery. It 
is an unnatural state—a dark cloud which 
obscures half the luster of our free in- 
stitutions! But is a fixed evil which 
we can Only allevitate. Are we called 
upon to emancipate our slaves? I an- 
Swer, their welfare—the safety of our 
Can we incorporate 
them with us, and make them and us one 
people? The prejudices of the north and 
of the south rise up in equal strength 
against such a measure, and even those 
who clamor most loudly for the sublime 
doctrines of our Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, who shout in your ears, ‘All 
men are by nature equal!’ would turn 
with abhorence and disgust from a parti- 
colored progeny! Shall we thenbe blamed 
for a state of things to which we are 
obliged to submit? Would it be fair, 
would it be manly, would {it be generous, 
would it be just, to offer contumely and 
contempt to the unfortunate man who 
wears a cancer in his bosom, because he 
that he swore that thag was the bill.

He says that these powers sur- 
round man, §eady to inspire, to help and 
guide him, if hig ignorance and self-con- 
ceit do not raise obstacles to guch guid- 
ance. 

Meantime the professor does not de- 
pend wholly on these invisible powers.

Society”’ is % and handsomely 
engraved cards, setting forth his fasci- 
nating terms, the objects of the society, 
are sent to the homes of hundreds of 
men and women in fashionable and liter- 
ary circles. It is to be hoped that few 
of these except the merest butterflies, 
who are of no use anyway, will be caught 
in this specious net. 


HOW FLOWERS ARE CHEATED 
INTO EARLY BLOOMING. 
Fashinoable people and flower lovers 
eannot wait for the coming of spring. 
Flowers they must have and in New 
Yerk and Boston these are suppiled to 
them in abundance, while yet the snow 
covers the ground. In the neighborhood 
of these cities are immense flower farms 
under glass, comprising hundreds of 
acres, where flowers are forced by many 
methods. The newest is novel, indeed. It 
consists in putting lilacs and other flow- 
ers to sieep for forty-eight hours by 
means of an anesthetic and thus cheat- 
ing them into the belief that they iuave 
had their winter sleep and must begin 
to hustle in the way of blooming. The 
anaesthetic used is ether, a large cottle 
of which is left uncorked in a great 
wooden box in which the plants are 
placed. After two days and nights they 
are taken out and carried to the green 
house, where they proceed to bloom two 
weeks earlier than if they had not been 

put to sleep. 

The explanation given is that plants be- 
fore bearing flowers, require a period of 
rest, In nature this period is the winter, 
but by putting the plants to sleep fur a 
few days aritificially, the florist is en- 
abled to deceive them into the belief that 
they have had their repose, and on wak- 
ing up they decide that it is time to 
bloom.

Having read with much interest what 
has been said on both sides of the shop 
girl] question I Jcel that I must speak 
out now, as I have had our sisters be- 
hind the counter much in mind for three 
years. What apncals to me most is the 
fact that a large number of them are 
having their healt): injured each year by 
obeying hard-hearted employers, who will 
not allow them sufficient rest during 
idle moments. I have beer told by a phy- 
siclan that two-thirds, and perhaps more, 
of the young women who clerk are im- 
paired physically as a result of the strain 
put upon them, 

Some employers in our state need a lil- 
tle education along this line. and they 
would soon learn that rest would enable 
the girls to do petter work than they 
can possibly do when tired to death. 

There are places where young women 
from 16 to 30 vears old are employed to 
work the entire day without a seat of 
any kind on which to take a moment's 
rest. although there is a law requiring 
employers to provide these necessary 
comforts.

It is a 
mighty hard task to idealize the negro in 
literature any more, and when the under- 
taking is accompanied by such a motive 
es that apparent in “Handicapped Among 
the Free,”’ not even the uninitiated reader 
fs deceived.

Now the largest steam- 
ers ever constructed in American waters 
and with one exception, the Cedric, the 
largest st@amers ever built, have been 
ordered for the Pacific ocean traffic. 


According to the latest taxation reports 
the number of Prussian millionaires’ has 
increased from 6.016 In 1899- to 6,601 in 1902, 
or 9.7 per cent. But they are millionaires 
in marks, a million marks being little 
more than a quarter of a million dollars.

Since November, 1897, when the first

The distance be- 
tween these two outposts is but 1,816 
miles; from Liverpool to New York it is 
3.116 miles and from Southampton 3,095 
miles,

The finest diamoind ever imported 
no duty to the customs officers, having’ 
smuggled itself in from some other planet 
in a meteorite.

The illuminating power of coal gas is 
well known to be due to the raising of 
particles of solid carbon to incandescence, 
Enriching the gas means simply provid- 
ing a greater proportion of carbon to be- 
come incandescent material in the gas. 
Instead of puiting the incandescent ma- 
Welsbach, first in 
1892, hung it over the flame, thus enabling 
a gas low in carbon particles to emit a 
brilliant light. The quality of the light 
depending. as it does when a mantel is 
used, upon the heating power of the gas 
rather than upon its richness in carbon, 
coal gas can now be mixed with the much 
cheaper water gas. 

The American Museum of Natural His- 
tory has recently secured for its depart- 
ment of mammalogy a mighty leviathan 
of the deep, in the shape of a huge female 
finback whale, considered the largest 
specimen so far obtained, as it measures 
68 1-2 feet in length, says Scientific Ameri- 
can. 

The whale is highly prized by scientists 
for exhibition purposes, from the fact that 
it is one of the best examples known 
illustrating the influence of environment in 
the modification of strueture. They are 
considered as descendants of terrestrial 
mammals which have assumed an aquati> 
existence—a change which has brought 
about very remarkable modifications in 
the structure of the animals. Some or- 
sans have become highly specialized. while 
others have completely degenerated. 
Teeth, for instance, which area character- 
istic feature of land mammals. are en- 
tirely lacking in the adult finback, their 
place being taken in part by the whale- 
bone. The fore limbs have ceased to be 
appendages of locomotion and have be- 
come mainly balancing organs, and they 
Still retain the structura!} plan of the 
mammalian fore limbs. The hind limbs 
have disappeared entirely externally and 
are represented by the rudiments of hind 
legs, which are found buried deep in the 
interior of the animal. These serve to in- 
dicate its former life and habits as a land 
mammal.

If the United States 
would enact a reciprocity treaty with 
Germany by which the two countries 
should charge equal duties, we would 
flood the United States with our producis. 
As it is we already have the most of the 
trade of Germany.” 
“Flow about your workmen,” said I. 
“Can they do as much as our men?” 
‘Yes, we find they can,’ was the reply. 
“They will work as well as the Amer- 
icans provided they are as well paid and 
handled after American methods. Our 
best mechanics receive wages equal to 
what they could get in the United States 
and the ordinary workman has about 
five-eighths as much. Living is cheaper 
here than in Amerita, and the men can 
afford to work for less. The regular day 
is ten hours.’’ 
‘Do you 
strikes?” 
“No.” was the reply, “our men are well 
satisfied. .\The times are hard nere and 
some of the factories are employing their 
men for only part of a day. There are 
many out of work and I do not see signs 
of better times.’’ 
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“What do vou think of the future of 
American trade in Europe?’’ I asked.

It is cleanér and better kept than 
most of our factories, and it is ar well 
ejuipped as any. : It makes all sorts of 
eiectrical machines, from enormous gen- 
erators for the city street car systems to 
title electric meters, which are sent by 
thousands to Russia. The factory has 
its own brass and iron foundries, it3 own 
niachine shops of al! kinds, its . phgto- 
graphic establishment, and its printing 
presses, where it can turn out its cata- 
logues in color. It has been built on the 
American plan, and it is run after Ameri- 
can methods. This is the company 
which has equipped most of the Berlin 
street railroads, as well as thuse of 
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other German cities, It le alresdy doing 
a large export business, and deals with 
South America, Africa and Asia. 

I walked though the works with the 
assistant manager, Mr. Cotton, who was 
formerly with our Westinghouse com- 
pany in the United States, and as I did 
so chatted with him about the difference 
betwaen the Gettnan and American 
workman. In reply to my questions he 
said: - 

“T have not been here. very long, and 
may have Occasion to change my opinion, 
but so far I don’t think the Germans 
can do more than 60 per cent as much 
work as the Americans. We pay our 
laborers about half as much as similar 
men receive in the United States, and we 
work them more hours, but proportion- 
ately the Americans do ag much for the 
money. Take the man over there who 
in filing at that plece’of machinery. 
Notice how carefully he works, and how 
he keeps at it until every tooth Is exactly 
right and beautifully shiny. He turns 
out fine work, but he wastes time in 
doing it. The machine is no better for 
the extra finish. An American would give 
that machine a dozen strokes of the file 
and smooth it up well: enough for all 
practical purposes. The German Is not 
contented with anything but a perfect 
finish. His work looks better, but it fs 
no better as far as utility is concerned. 
This is one of mv prreatest troubles here. 
I can't get these men to understand we 
are making tools and not jewelry.” 

In my walk through this electrical 
works I found many women employed at 
all sorts of, things. The delicate labor 

of winding the armatures 
Among for electrical meters is 
The Girl done by them, and they 
Worhersee are used in other skilled 
Their branches of labor, ‘The 
Wages women are well dressed 
amd good looking. Many 
are girls of eighteen or twenty, and all 
seem very intelligent. They are paid 
only about half as much wages as the 
men, and they do the work equally well, 
if not better. 

They tell me that there is little chance 
for our big electrical companies in Ger- 
many. I had a chat with the director of 
one of the leading electrical establish- 
ments the other night. The man asserted 
that the Westinghouses had lost money 
last year and that they had little hopes 
of doing much in competition with the 
German combinations. 

Germany is the most advanced of all 
European countries along electrical lines. 
Its chief cities are already equipped with 
electric lights and electric cars. Its fac- 
tories are up to date and they have the 
latest inventions. They have abundant 
capital and connections which enable 
them to practically control the trade. 

There are now four groups of electrical 
manufacturers hers, and their capital is 
about half a billion marks, or $125,000,000. 
Each of these groups is backed by bank- 
ing and business fnterests which are 
ready to push it. One, for instance, has 
the Dresdener bank and the Bleichroders, 
who aid in placing the stock of the com- 
pany among their clients, who give it 
financial support and who are ready to 
organize companies which may support 
it without being directly connected 
with it. 

Suppose, for instance. the company as- 
certains that the horse car lines of Bue- 
nos Ayres can be profitably changed to 
Clectrical lines. The financial eompany 
organized by the bankers will buy the 
lines and build them and the bankers 
will place the stock. They will also see 
that the electrieat company has the é¢on- 
tracts for furnishing the supplies, so that 
one company works into the hands of 
the other, and they all work for the 
g00d of the various institution# and men 
connected with them. This is the case 
with every electrical company here—the 
Siemens & Halskey, the General Electric 
Company and the Shuckerts, as well as 
the Union. So far. all the companies have 
| been making money.

Eastlake that important changes 
are taking place in the pronunciation of 
English by the English, and not always 
tor the better. The clipping of the final 
‘“s’' was formerly regarded in England, 
as in Maryland, a8 an inexgiable sin, but 
it has now become the mode, it is stated, 
to say “mornin’,” ‘“‘puddin’,’’ “huntin’ ”’ 
and the like. In London father, we are 
told, has become “fathah,’’ mother 
‘mothah”’ and a good fellow is debased 
into a “‘fellah.”” A London paper disputes 
this, but has te confess that ‘awf'ly jol- 
ly’ is of universal application, like our 
“all right,’’ 

Various pronunoslations once in vogue 
among ‘‘the best circles’ are now barbar- 
ous. For example, it was not over 100 
years ago, according to Mr. BHastlake, 
when an educated Englishman of the best 
gnciety could say ‘“dook’’ for duke and 
‘‘Toosday” for Tuésday. Captain Mac- 
Murdo, of the Life Guards, a crack corps, 
called Rawdon Crawley “Old Stoopid.” 
Karl Russell was always ‘“obleeged,”’ 
never obliged, 

Pope, whe prided himself on his correct 

vse of words, rhymed Rome with doom, 
join with line, obey with tea, and mead 
with shade. “Axe,” we are assured, was 
the original form of ask, and is not so 
ridiculous in the mouth of the uneducated 
as some persons think, being a survival. 
A dish of ‘‘tay,”’ instead of tea, is simi- 
larly of tespectable ancestry.

Weller’s use of w for v—‘‘wittles,” for 
example, for victuals—it, too, according 
to Mr. Eastlake, has a history, being 
tracod to the French silk weavers who 
gettied in London after the Edict of 
Nantes.

While Haiti and San Domingo are one 
geographicaliv, the Haitians having one 
end of the island and the Dominicans the 
other, there very little intercourse be- 
tween them.

The case of the Aca- 
pulen which was turned away from port 
after port for many weary weeks, with 
all on board, because the ship had called 
at plague-infected Mazatlan, affords an 
instance of what the voyager in these 
waters Is likely to encounter. The quar- 
antine regulations are of course intended 
for the public good, but the bungling 
of the officlals is often ludicrous, In one 
part where smallpox prevailed the officials 
were at a loss for a way to dispose of 
the dead. Finally they decided to sink 
them in the harbor. A few bodies were 
weighted with irons and sunk, and as 
soon as this became known the inhabi- 
tants of the whole coast region refused 
to eat fish, thus working a great hard- 
ship on the many who depended on the 
fishing industry for a liveliheod, 

I have received many letters asking me 
about the home life of resident Amer- 
cans in the West Indies. This interest 
is caused by the increase of our commer. 
cia] and political relations in the islands 
which make it necessary for more of our 
peovle to come here. Our men and wo- 
men of affairs are going everywhere, The 
spread of Americanism is taking them in 
all directions. In some instances like 
Cuba and Porto Rico, they followed the 
soldiers and began the tedious, long- 
drawn out task of establishing govern- 
ment. In other cases the work of build- 
ing a greater commerce requires their 
constant presence. 

From close observation and testimony 
of many, I am sure that the hundreds of 
American men and women who consti- 
tute the working force of 
our great government 
machine, wherever our 
rule has been extended, 
United do not lead enviabie lives, 
States They have short hours 


and receive good salaries, yet few of 
them save any of their wages. It costs 
much more to live in the cities hera then 
in similar sized places in the United 
States.

It re- 
quires practice to be able to swallow the 
hard dry bread without butter, but the 
trick must be acquired, for the natives 
seidom use butter in any manner. The 
resident of the states who has always 
been accustomed to having three square 
mealg each day finds getting along with 
only two a very trying ordeal, Break- 
fast is rarely served until noon; the 
morning meal consisting of nothing but 
coffee and fruit. This is the rule of the 
country and when one is in Rome one 
must be a Roman. 

When an American woman begins 
housekeeping here her domestic 
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in the heart of the tropics. 


she cannot have any carpets on the 
floors of her dwelling and she must live 
in the same house with the horses. This 
is not so bad as it sounds. On account 
of the warm climate the most of the 
floors are made of stone or marble, and 
carpets are not needed. The plan of 
most of the larger and finer houses pro- 
vides for the stable quarters on the first 
floor, while the kitchen is on the roof, 
and this arrangement is not at all un- 
satisfactory when one becomes accus- 
tomed to the novelty of it. The troubles 
of the housewife begin in earnest when 
she employs her servants. I say servy- 
ants because there must be a number of 
them. The maid of all work and the 
all round man servant do not abound in 
these parts. The domestics here are spe- 
cialists. Each one insists on performing 
his or her own kind of work alone and 
are exceedingly careful not to encroach 
on the rights of others. A _ social dis- 
tinction is drawn between those who 
wear shoes and those who go barefooted. 

Her help constitutes the problem which 
tries the soul of the American woman 
and proves the quality of her religion. 
The cooking is done with oil, and the 
dishes, when prepared in the highest 
Stvle of native art, literally swim in 
grcaseé. Economy is a_ stranger with 
whom no reckoning can be had. Sufficient 
unto each hour are the needs thereof 
is the substance of native reasoning. 
Nothing is saved from the preparation 
of a meal. A separate trip must be made 
to market for provisions for breakfast 
and for dinner. It is uséless to buy more 
than is needed at one time, for the cook 
will certainly confiscate the surplus. If 
a protest is made against this confisca- 
tion, the cook will smile and explain that 
there are hungry mouths at home which 
must be fed. Unless the concession is 
granted there is an immediate vacancy 
in the kitchen. The exasperated Amer- 
ican housewife accepts the only alterna- 
tive left to her—she surrenders te an- 
other custom of the country and employs 
her yankee wits in reducing the surplus 
to a minimum. 

The cause which douvtless originated 
and warrants the continuance of the cus- 
tom of buying provisions for each meal, 
is the difficulty in keeping anything over 
a few hours on account of the warm 
weather. The greatest care must be ex- 
ercised by the housewife in the purchase 
of her provisions, 

If she wants pure milk for her table 
she must go to the dairy and witness 
the milking, which privilege costs an ad- 
ditional five cents for each quart. If 
she buys from the milkman who comes 
to her door, she will certainly get more 
water than milk. If it will not be con- 
sidered a libel against* the milkmen of 
the United States, it might be inciden- 
tally remarked that they have @very rea- 
son to be proud of this practice if there 
is any truth in the statement that imi- 
‘ation is the sincerest flattery. All pur- 
chases for the table must be made wtin 
equal care. A never-ending procession 
of swarthy hucksters toil through the 
winding streets, filling the air with their 
cries as they pass. Qn the whole they 
are an unreliable, unprincipled set, and 
the housewife is wise to go to the market 
where she has a greater and fresher va- 
riety of things from which to select. 

While the soi] here is very fertile, and 
will raise almost anything, a scarcity of 
the kinds of vegetablés grown in the 
United States is very noticeable. During 
the winter months a variety can be pur- 
chased in the market, but during the sum- 
mer season the extreme heat serves to 
restrict their growth. The natives are 
very fond of lettuce and cultivate it con- 
stantly. The great staples in the markets

The inns—the Black Boar and Indian 
Queen and the London Coffee Hiouse—di- 
late with tap-coom Wisea-vres, and crowds 
OY townfolk loiter along the streets in the 
warm evenings to view the great men 
come to attend the most honorable Con- 
gress, sitting in the State House. They 
have seen the Charlestown packet bring 
the delegates from South Carolina. Every 
citizen who can muster a horse has rid- 
den out to meet the delegates from Vir- 
Sinia, Maryland and Delaware who ar- 
rived in a body. They have seen them 
all, have compared them with one an- 
other. 

On High Street stands the great man- 
sion of Richard Penn, one of the Proprie- 
taries.

Up and down the dusty street pass and 
repass earnest men in dull coats and 
smal] clothes, Workmen in oznabrig and 
Jeathern aprons and tradesmen in coarse 
cloth.
